A New VUave. 


A RIVAL TO THE MAMMoTH 
INDIANA 


CAVE FOUSD IN 
APPBARANOR OF THE INTERIOR, 

Sunday morning, the ninth ioat., five young 
mon, Uharlos Jooes, Shoridan Stewart, John 
Jones, Mitoho)l Stowart and Morton Patter. 
#on, wore strolling afound on the dutekirts of 
the villago of Marengo, or Springtown, in 
Crawford oounty, when it was proposed to 
explore a holo discoyored in the groand,in the 
bottom of what had been ono of thé sink Holter 
common to that part of the country. Lights 
were procured, and tho firet two boing moro 
VYentarosome, started on an exploring oxpedi. 
tlon, Thoy had not gone far until the fact 
dawnod upon thom that they wero ina vast 
avers, Whose dimensions might prove groator 
than they cared to explore. Of course whon 
they oame out thoy sproad roport, and soon 
tho villagera wore fa a stato of considerable 
excitement, Sovorel parties venturea {nto 
the cave to confirm or deny the roports of the 
young men. Butthe moroit was seon the 
more the wondor grew, 

Tho entrance is in the edge of a wood, and 
is quite a cozy little place, Itison the farm 
of Samuel Stewart, a veteran of 72 yoars, and 
au old oltizen of the neighborhood Within 
the last fow days he has put a board covering 
Over the entrance and a door which is kopt 
locked, sad no ono is admitted unless by his 
consent Mr, Stowart Proposes to charge 
sbont 50 conts admittance, aud guides can be 
procured at reasonable ratos, Plank steps 
lead about fifteen foot downward ; then so 
gradual slops extends probably twenty foot 
further into a largo hall, the bottom of which 
iv in places eandy and in othora a hard orust 
of olsy and sand. On earh sido and overhead 
may bosoen at short iatorvals bosutifal epeoi- 
mens of stalactites and atalaymites in every 
shape and form, from tho dolicato pendent 
with frost work rivalling the feathory trazory 
ot the penoil of the frost king upon the pane 
Of glass or imitations of drapsry such as fill 
the dreams of the wandoreria the vale of 
Cashmere,to pillars a3 massive as those which 
support the domo of the capitol of Wash'ag- 
ton. The oye is filled with wonder and the 
mind with awe ja viewing this work of natare 
which bas been quistly building up these for. 
mations drop by drop for countioss ages, One 
¢an come to realizs some of the unyeen forces 
of nature, the results of whioh are spread out 
before him in these vast halla; but the oye 
oanoot see nor the mind conosive all the beau: 
ties of nature's work, 

One of the largest halls has, by the permis- 
sion of Mr, Stewait, been named Ledger Hall. 
It stretches across oné of the lony halls, is 
some sixty feet long and about forty feet high, 
and in grandeur is almost if not quite equal to 
the large hall in Mammoth cave, Near this 
Ve some stones, evidently fallon from the roof, 
which would prove valuable in the market. 
Oaos of them is thirty feot long, eight feet 
wide, and nine inches thick, and is of blue 
limestone. How long they have lain thers can- 
not bo told, but as large atslagmites haye form- 
od on come of them, it eee many years 
have passed since their fell. Farther along 
may be found Arthur avyenuy, filled with fine 

ypsum formations, the Presiden}’d island, an 
mménse mass of earth, strongly impregnated 
with saltpetre. 

Oo one ofthe walls beyond Prosident’s 
island oan be sven fantastico pictures of birds, 
beasts and reptiles, which strongly resemble 
some dilapidated show bills remaining on dead 
walle after the show has comeand gone, 
They are, perhaps, rolios of some prehistoric 
Barnum. Pillared palacs Iles beyond the 
island and is one of the grandest sights in the 
cavern. Huge stalagmites have grown up to 
mect the p»ndant stalactites and formed pil/ara 
of gigantic dimensions The Jorsey Lily is 
pointed out near this point, « formation, rosem- 
bling a womac, Being # boautifulepscimen itis 
very naturally namod atter the most beautifal 
woman in the world 

Statue hall is another scone of mingled beau- 
ty and grandear, Seen well lightéd, it stronzly 
resembles a largo hall filled “with marble 

from the soulptor’a hand, Asthe light 
penetrates the blackness of darkness which 
énvelopsa them, “‘shadowing forth the forms 
of things unknown,” a scene iy formed apon 
the mind neyer tobe forgotten, After travell- 
ing from one and a half to two miles through 
what is now called the main cave, withoat 
finding an end to it, the party retraced their 
steps, fiadiag new wonders on the refira, and 
entered a lateral branch oslled Stewart's grot: 
to. This is, sofar, considered the handsomest 
part of the cave, and may well be 0 pronouno- 
od, as it is literally filled with wonders. ‘t ita 
entrance stands what has been christened 
Diamond dome, from the fact that it is covered 
with small particles of gypsum, so bright that 
they reflect the rays of light and give the dome 
theappearatico of being covered with minute 
diamonds 

A short distance furtber is econ a formation 
bearing a striking resemblance to the great 
American ant-cater, ao animal very rare, to 
say the lerst of it, in this country Bat the 
likeness is roally remarkable, Jambo’s pillar 
is another of the curiosities to be seen close 
by those I:st mentioned, and is the largest 
pillar yet discovered in the cave,and is named 
aftdr the largest known animal.

Thoro aro various optoions as to the course 
of the cave, bat the general trond is southward 
in the direction of Wyandotte cave, about ton 
miles distant, and itis possiblo that tho two 
qroat Crawford county oavos may bo found to 
unite and form ono monstor oayorn of groator 
dimenelonsthantho Mammoth, tho largost cave 
ever knowa. Further explorations and careful 
surveya will dotormine whother thore is any 
foundation for this thoory.

The Oobourg Tragedy. 
JAMES CAFFRRY SENT FOR TRIAL FOR THE 
MURDER OF HUGH MCDOWELL. 


Oosourc, Sept. 28.—The adjourned 
investigation into the circumstances of the 
death of Hugh MoDowell,of Oobourg, who 
died from the effects of wounds inflicted by 
a shoemaker’s knifé, was continued before 
Ooroner Ewing. Mr, J, W. Kerr, Oounty 
Crown Attorney, being in attendance on 
the partof the Orown, and Mr. W. R. 
Riddell on behalf of the prisoner James 
Oaifrey. After the examination ot a number 
of additional witneases,from whom nothing 
of importance was elicited, the prisoner 
Caffrey was recalled, but refused on the 
advice of his solicitor to answer any quee- 
tions. The jury was instructed by the 
coroner at some length, and after being 
sbeent about an hour returned with the 
following verdict :— 

“We, the coroner's jury sworn to inves- 
tigate the cause of the death of the late 
Hugh McDowell, find that on the night of 
Thoraday, the 13th of September, 1883,the 
aforessid Hugh McDowell was stabbed 
in the house of James Oaffrey, and from 
the effects of the wounds then snd there 
received died on the following day ; and 
that the evidence produced tends to show 
that the said James Cafirey was connected 
with the stabbing of the said Hugh Mo- 
Dowell,and recommend that the said James 
Caffrey be sent up for trial.” 

The coroner then committed the prisoner 
James Ostfroy for trial at the coming As- 
sizes.

Dean Sunt,—Ao artio.o appeared in your 
issue of the 19th Inab,, signed by W.S Griflio, 
to whioh I dosire to oall the attention of your 


readers, Idonot wonder that Mr Grithia 


thinks it nc oessary to make a’ statement "to 
smooth over or explain away his vory oxtra- 
ordinary conduct and langasge on the ov aslon 


to which he refers, His proovedings at that 
timo were oortainly anusnal and may,! thiok, 
justly claim the morit of originality, No 
mombor of the Conference, so far as I oan 
recolloot,over attompted such a course of oon- 
duct, and I hope for the oredit of our Charoh 
it will not soon be repeated. 

It is not usual in grave doliborative 
whon a ballot voto is about to bo taken ito 
relation to any office, for a mombor to make 
an clectioncering address in favor of any one, 
It is not usual whon tho ballot is taken and 
the result declared for a member to impugn 
the motives of those who have not voted in 
acoordance with his wishoa. It is not ucuel to 
acouse the officer-cloot with the want of a 
‘sense of honor’ ifhe doos not immodiately 
resign the position in which he has been plac- 
od, when the only orime of which he ts acoused 
is that ho hes reoeived the unsolicited vote of 
the majority. Is ts not usual among gentle- 
mop, when in the heat of debate they haye 
used unguarded and offensive langusge, and 
whon their attention is called to such language 
after the warmth of discussion is over, to 10 
fuse to ‘‘withdraw a single word.” Is is still 
less usual among Christians and Christian 
Ministora when tho aggrieved party makes 
overtures to the aggressor,to have these well 
intended advances rejected with contempt. 
All these things Mr, Giffin did io ooaneoction 
with the ovoasion referred to, 

1t would have been oreditable both to Mr, 
Grithin’s heal and heart if he had withdrawn 
in his letter the offensive remarks ho made in 
regard to brethren of other churches, but he 
only reiterates these romarks in reference to 
those who did not yote acoording to his wishes, 
For this class, to whatever section of the 
Church they may belong, he hes nothing but 
ovasuro, The cool avsurance with which hoe 
pronounces on other men’s actions and votes 
certainly conveys the impression that he is 
no} destitute of confidence ia his own jadg- 
ment. 

Hut to come to particulars, there are somo 
points io this remarkable statement which I 
believe to be incorrect and misleading. I 
will refer to afew. He saya: *‘ It was freely 
said by some that those men who opposed the 
basis must be remoyed,” admit that this 
was froely said by him, too freely I thiak for 
his own ** self respect” afterwards. It was 
said in opea Conference in St. Catharines, and 
even the name of a member of the Conference, 
aud the cflive he was to get for advocating 
the basis, was mentioned, But I think Mr. 
Griffin will remember that it was just as freely 
rebutted and rebukedin gentlemavly, but 
certsivly very plain lauguage. I do not think 
he hes forgotten tho circumstances, Mr. 
Griffia, however, wasthe only manI ever 
heard make that statement, I havehad as 
good au opportunity of understanding the 
views of those who were in fayor of tho basis 
As most meno, and I unhesitatingly affirm that 
I never heard a aingle hint lookingin that 
direction from any man on that side of the 
question, The result of the vote in the eleo- 
tion of officers proves that no such thought 
was ontertained, 


2 The next point to which I will refer is 
this ; Speaking of the present Treasurer, Mr, 
Griffin ssys, ** And yet, though elected one 
year ago, for four years, by a Conference of 
over 200 delegator, and though ho had given 
entire satisfaction, &." Now I object to thia 
statement as iacorrect and misleading. What 
are tho (acta: (1.) Tho Treasurer of this fand 
has not been appcinted by the General Con- 
ference ia the pass at all. The General 
Confereave, according to the present charter 
and coustitution of this fund,has not power to 
elect him, The Conference appoints the Board 
for4 years, and the Board appoints its own 
Chairman, Seoretary and Treasurer, An at- 
tempt was wade at the General Conference in 
Hamilton in 1882 to have the appointment of 
the Treasurer made by the Conference, and 
then secure the necessary change in the char- 
ter, Lu) is was successfully resisted by Mr, 
Griffin & Uo., and the present close corpora- 
tion systom was coatinued. The United Gen- 
eral Contvrence was the first Conference that 
ever elec.ed the Treasurer of the Superannua- 
tion Fund in the Methodies Churoh, and their 
action “il have tobe oonfirmed by the 
amevdment of the charter before it becomes 
valid. (See Dis, Meth. Oh, of Can. 1882, p. 
148.) 

(2). Lobject to the abovestatement as invor- 
reot und misleading on the ground that the 
appoiatment of the Treasurer was not made 
for fuur years, According to the coustitution 
of the Fand above referred to, there was no 
more permanency connected with the appoint- 
ment of the Treasurer than with that of either 
the Chairman or Seoretary. Any of these 
otficers could be removed at any time when, 
iu the jadgment of tho Board, the toterosts of 
tho Fuad demanded the change, TLore was no 
provision made for afour years’ monopoly of 
the office in the constitution. The Board that 
could sppolat could annul the appointment, 
That this power was assumed by the Hoard

This was in the spring ani it 
was ascertained afterward that about filty of 
them paired and remsined ces far from whero 
they firat boat tho fcreo air of Amorica with 
their wiazy. Toe lark isnot a migratory bird, 
and it was feared that our northera winters 
would prove too severe for them, but daring 
the next summer. they were heard in Bergen 
and Passsio counties. This, tho thiri summer 
of their liberty, shows yet stronger proof of 
their naturalization and ability to breed here, 
They have been hoard in more places. 

The New York Sun says that ‘one thing 
sald to be muchia fayorof tho inorease of 
the lark ia this country isits hardiness. It 
can endure vold and heat, It tskes a long 
range of distribution, from the south of Eu- 
rops as far north as Norway aad Lapland,and 
Amprican ornitholozista lay claim to it as,an 
American bird, from its beisg occasionally 
found in Greenland and iathe Bermadas. 
Vigilance, itis thought, may be required to 
protectthem from enemies, and to discover 
what are their worst enemies. From ths fact 
that skylarks increas» most rapidly in highly 
cultivated grounds, it is inforred that man is 
not hia worst enemy, aithough large numbers 
ara dvetroyed by man, As isaleeps and nests 
on tho earth, itis thought probable that its 
worstenomies are email animals,sach as minks, 
woisels and ekaoks.”

ALGOMA. 


By the free use of the most nefarious 
means, the Grits have sucoeeded in galoing 
a temporary triumph in Algoma ; but, we 
doubt not, the election court will preserve 
the freedom of the franohise by doing jus- 
tice in the premises.

Council went into Committee to consid- 
or the reporte.—Ald, Blair in the ohair, 

Ald, Frost complained that there wes not 
enough work done in Coleman Ward, 

Ald. Starling said that not one nail had yet 
been driven in his own ward, but he would 
assure Ald. Frost, that where anything was 
needed, he would haye the want attended to 
and would aleo keep within his appropriation, 

With regard to the sale of Mill Island for 
$5,000, Ald, Tiokell thought tho matter should 
reosive consideration. 

Ald. Dunnet sald the Island was putting the 
city into constant expense, as the debris from 
it was dropping continually into tbe harbor, 
It would cost $10,009 to put the island in 
shape and if it was not sold, it would cost 
$2,000 or $3,000 a year to remoye the debris 
that came from it, 

Ald, Hanley approved of the proposal to 
sell the island, asthe sale might result in the 
establishment of an industry on it. 

Ald. Smith said the island was a benefit to 
Murney Ward,as cords of wood had been tak- 
en trom it by residents of that seotion of the 
city. 

Ald, Tickell said the island was the key to 
the harbor and the price asked ($5,000) he 
considered too low. He could not approve of 
the recommendation in its present shape. 

Ald. Maooun said the islandin its present 
state was iojarious to the city He wanted 
that a part of the money received for its sale 
be expended in buying a park. He moved an 
amendment embodying the above, 

Ald, Tiokell said that our taxes should soon 
increase, for we must make our olty attractive- 
He favored the park question but disapproved 
of selling the island for the sum named. 

Ald, Dunnet said this matter was brought 
up in this way in order that it could again be 
presented in Council. 

Ald, Dickson thought it inexpedient to ap- 
propiiate a sum of money that we may or may 
not receive for apartioular purpose. We 
might well weit until we got it, The Council 
had favored the sale of the island ut the figare 
named. He considered that the island was a 
key and also a lock to the harbor on account 
of the debris that went trom it Into the bay. 
He favored a park as well as others and asked 
tho withdrawal of the amendment, which was 
done, 

In reference to the request for the purchase 

of « furnace, Ald. Dickson complained that 
this item of expenditure could not be oon- 
sidered, because we had not the monoy to pay 
for it. Hw would like the present furnace 
patched up so that it would do for another 
year. 
Ald, Hanley said the furnace was unfit for 
use and the question would arise whether the 
oity building should be heated during the 
winter, A new farnace was required 

Ald. Starling was ocntident there was no 
necessity for a now furnace, The present one 
should be thoroughly examined before another 
was purohasod, 

Ald. Dunnet suggested that tenders for a 
now farnace be asked for, and that the cost of 
repairing the present ono be ascertained. He 
moved in amendment accordingly. 

Ald. Frost favored the clause in the report, 
asthe caretaker had represented that the 
farnace was unfit for use, as did also a gontle- 
man who was competent to judge of its de- 
fevts. 

Ald, Diokson said the result of s discussion 
of this subject would be thats new furnave 
would be obtained and if the Oounoil then 
ordered the appropriation money would be pro« 
vided for either out of this or next year’s, 

The amendment was declared carried, the

Whilst wo are now and always have been 
opposed to increasing the municipal expen- 
diture, and especially to the multiplication 
of offices and the additions to tho salary list 
consequent thereupon, we yet highly ap- 
prove the determination of the Oounoil to 
appoint a permanent officer to oversee the 
assessment, Under the system, or rather 
laok of system, which has heretofore been 
in yogue, gross errors and inequalities have 

_ crept in, and beyond doubt tho receipts 
from taxes have thereby been materially 
curtailed. But, with an active, vigilant 
official who has » good knowledge of the 
jaw to guide him, existing abuses ought to 
be readily redressed, justice done to all the 
tax payors, aod « substantial addition made 

to the city’s revenue. In other words, the 
evils at present complained of ought to be 
rectified, and a large sum, in addition to 
the official's salary, annually added to the 
revenue, 

The new system will to a certain extent 
be in the nature of an experiment, aad, 
whilst favoring the making of that experi- 
ment, we shall judge it by its results, 

In choosing Mr, John Parker Thomus to 
fill the newly created office, the Council 
have made an excellent selection, Mr. 
Thomas is a lawyer of good standing, and, 
to his legal knowledge and ability, adds a 
Vigilance, an activity aud a capacity for 
work, which eminently qualify him for the 
position. We kuow of no man more capa 
ble of making the new system succesful 
than Mr, Thomas. 


RAILWAY EXTENSION. 


It is with very great satisfaction we notu 
that a commencement,promising to be suc 
ovrsful, has been made to obtain funds for 
& preliminary survey of the country north 
of us, foran extension of the Belleville 
& North Hastings Branch of the Midland 
Railway. The importance to Belleville of 

“such ap extension is admitted by all, but 
some differed from us when we advocated 
that the QGounoil should subscribe out of 
the common fund, so that all should con- 
Sans to an enterprise designed to 
elit the whole, they contending that the 
money required should be raised by sub- 
scription. That course is now being pur- 
sued, and the importance and value of the 
scheme may be in some measure estimated 
from the fact that such men as the Hon.

our own city, From all parts of the north

ville or elsewhere. Belleville is the point

rich country—manufacturing for, receiving

with the monoy that will be necessary to 
fully complete and equip the road, is estimat- 
ed at $15,000,000. Tho Canadian Pacitio 
Railway, when the road is completed, will 
have a mileage of 2,869, extending from 
Montreal to the Puoilic Ocean, while the 
Northern Pacitio starts at St. Paul, Minn,, 
some 1,500 miles from the seaboard, and 
ends at Portland, Oregon, some six hun- 
dred and fifty miles trom San Franoisoo. 
The O, P, R. when completed will have no 
bonded debt and will only have a capital 
stock of $90,000,000, so that it will be in 
a very favorable position to compete with 
other trans-continental roads on both 
through and local traflic.

The Christian Guardian says :—" A good 
deal of dissatisfaction has been evoked in 
Hamilton and Belleville, because the Uon- 
ferences of which these cities are the centres 
were not called by their names as originally 
recommended. This recommendation was 
amended, out of deference toa desire to 
retain the names of ‘‘ Niagara” and 
“Bay of Quinte” Oonference, which 
had become historio in connection with one 
brauch of Oanadian Methodism. In view of 
the fevling of dissatisfaction in Hamilton 
aud Belleville, a motion of reconsideration 
Was proposed and oarried,and the names of 
these cities declared approved on a show of 
hands. At this juncture, there was a good 
deal of excitement, and much Opposition 
mabifested against the reault of the recon- 
sideration. The vote was questioned ; andon 
another vote being taken and counted, the 
majority were in favor of Nisyara” and 
** Bay of Quinte.” Afterwards,when tele- 
grams and letters were received from 
Hamilton, and expressions of dissatisfaction 
from Belleville,there was a strong desire to 
reconsider the question ; but as the former 
reconsideration had produced the warmest 
scene witneased during the Oonference, no 
one felt it advisable to raise such a burping 
question again ; and soit was allowed to 
stand. We thought a proposal to allow each 
Conference to choose its own name might 
have met the case, but it was left to the 
future to settlo the matter.”

The Trent Valley Oanal. 


The Fenelon Falls Gazett thas desoribes the 
progress of the works at that 
Treot Valley Navigation : 

** Since, wo last noticed the oanal, some 
wooks ago, work thereon has been progressing 
steadily ani there is now « force of alxty mea 
employed, and forty more are busy at ths 
Boboaygeon quarry taking out and dressing 
stone, ten soow loads of which have already 
arrived at the Falls. The men engaged hero 
aro distributed along the entire length of the 
oanal, the skilled masons working in the looks 
—others at oxoaveting, and the rest at the 
oribs, which are beiag put togethe- on land 
and look like log houses without door, wid- 
dows or roofs, and which wheu onos plated, 
will bs taken to pieces and rebuilt in the water 
at the east ond of thé out. The construction 
of the cofferdsm has been delayed by the 
partial filling up of its site with sawdust aod 
other rubbish ralsed by the logs which came 


be again >t for, arrived aud commeénocad op- 
erahions this week. Troable is also being 
caused, for the secoad tima, by an ioflax into 
the canal of water from tue tail race of the 
old mill ; and the stoppage of the present leak 
will probably be, like the stoppage of the one 
that occurred some time ago, a somewhat ox- 
pensive job.

HE CONFERENCE. 


The Christian Guardian says ; ‘‘ Some- 
body wants to know exactly what was done 
by tho recent General Conference, and 
whatis the shape in which things are left 
forfiitare action. We will anawer this en- 
quiry as briefly as possible. The General 
Cotiferees, composed of represeritatives of 
the uniting bodies, gave itself mainly to the 
work of preparing and adopting Rules and 
Regulations for the government of the fu- 
ture w Ohurch. Taking the Discipline 
of the Methodist Ohurch of Oanada as a 
basis and guide in all matters not settled 
inthe Basis of Union, the Conference 
framed so Discipline, and regulations for 
the fature conduct of the Publishing, 
Missionary, Educational and Benevolent 
interests of the Church. But as the Diss 
cipline of no Ohurch provides for its dis- 
solution, all of this work was regarded as 
provisional and tentative, till the doings of 
the Oonference and the constitution of the 
united Ohurch are formally legalized by 
Act of Parlisment. All existing Oonfer- 
ences will meet first and review their work 
for the year ; after which the new Confer- 
ences, as arranged by the Uommittee on 
Boundaries, will meet and station the 
ministers, At present the united Church 
{s like a mill haying all ite machinery in 
order, but waiting for the turning on of the 
water, or steam, to set it in motion. All 
the ery of the Ohurch isin order ; 
when tho Parliamentary legislation yoes 
into effect all will be put in motion.”

hand, and hoe could not drop thia sword whioh 
ho had so gallantly wielded, ‘His hand clayoe 
unto the sword.” This is what I oall magni- 
fisent tightiny for the Lord God of Ieracl | and 
we want more of it. 

I propose to show yoa tbis morning how 
Eleszer took hold of the sword and how the 
sword took hold of Eleazar, I look at Eloazar's 
hand aod I come to the oonolusion that he took 
the sword with a very tight grip. The oow- 
ards who fled had no troableja droppiog thelr 
swords. As they fly over the rooks hele 
their awords olauging in every dirsotion. It 
is easy enough for them to drop their swords, 
but Eleazar’s hand clave unto the sword. Oh 
my friends, in this Christian conflict wo want 
a tighter grip of the Gospel weapons, a tight 
or grasp of the two-edged sword of the trath, 
It makos mo slok to see those Christian people 
who hold only a part of the truth and lot toe 
rest of the truth go, so that the Philistines, 
seeing the loosened grasp,.wronch the waole 
aword away from them,, The only safe thing 
for us to do is to put our thumb on the Book 
of Genesis and sweep jour hand around the 
book until the Now Tostamont comes into our 
psalm, and keop on sweeping our hand around 
the book until the tiprofthe fingers clutoh at 
the words: ‘Inthe boginniog God created 
tho heavens and the earth.” {f like an infidel 
a great deal better than I do one of the namby- 
pamby Christians who holda part of the truth 
and let the rest go. By miracle God preserved 
this Biblo just as itis, and’ it 1s a Damascus 
blade, Tho sevorest test to/whioh a sword 
oan be put in a sword factory is to wind the 
blade around a gun barrel like a ribbon, and 
then when tho sword is lot loose it files back 
to ite owa shape, So the sword of God's trath 
has boon fally tested, and it‘is bent this way 
and that way, and wound thls way and that 
way, but it always comes back to its own 
shape. Think of it! A book written oighteon 
centuries ago, and somo of it thousands of 
years ago, and yet in our time tho averago 
sale of ths book ts more than twonty thonsand 
coples every week, and more thao a million 
coples a year, I say now that a book which 
is divinely inspired and divinely kopt and di- 
vinoly sosttored, is a weapon worth holding 
a tight grip of; Blahop Colengo will come 
slong and try to wrench out of your hand tho 
five books of Mosor, and Strauss will oome 
along aod try to-wrench out of your haad 
the miraoles, and Renan will come along and 
try to wrench out of your hand tho ontire 
life of the Lord Jesus Christ, and your asso. 
olates in the shop, or tho factory, er the 
banking house will try to wrenoh out of your 
hand tbo entiro Bible; bat io the strength 
of the Lord God of Ieraol and with Eleavar's 
grip hold on to it, Yougive up tho Bible, 
you givo up any part of it, and you give u 

ardon and poaco, and Life In hoaven. Is 
Panaredit perhaps thousands of young mon in 
this audience, Do not be ashamod, young man, 
to have the world know that you aro a frion 
of tho Bible. This book is tho friend of all

They despise what they 
call tho Ap stoliu Oreoi; baw if their owa 
orsed were writtea out it woull read lke 
this: "I believein nothing the maker of 
heaven and earth, and in pothing which ip hes 
seat, which oo hiog was bora of -othins, and 
whioh nothing was dead aot buried aos dow 
oonded iato no hiay, and arose from a thiag, 
and asvended to nothing, and aitteth at the 
right hand of cotbing, from whioh is come to 
judgo nothing. I veli.ve ia the huly agaostio 
vburoband io the oimmanioa of uvthingar- 
iaov, and in the for iveness of apthioy, acdia 
the rosurrectlan of nothing, and in the life 
that noveresball be. Amen!” That is the 
oreod of tous of thousands of peuple in this 
day. If€youhavea mind to adopt such a 
theory I will not, ‘I belieye ia Gol the 
Father Almighty, maker of heavon aud earta, 
and in Jesus Chr.et, and ia the holy Oatholio 
oburob, and in thé commuaton of saints, aad 
in the lifo'avarlastiog © Amon.” O1! whoa I 
seo Eleazar takiog euch a stous grip of the 
sword in the battlo ayainat sia, and for siyhte- 
ousness, I come to toe conclusion thas we 
ought to take a stouter grip of God's eternal 
truth, the sword of righteousness, 

As Lleok at Eloaz sc’ hand I aleo notice his 
spirits of self forgetf{ulnoss, He did no* notice 
that the hilt of ths aword was eatiog through 
the palm of his hand. Hodid not know it 
hurt him, As be went outinto the oonflict 
ho was,s0 aoxious for the ylotory ho forgot 
himself, aad shat blit might go evor so deeply 
{nto the palm of his band, it could not dis- 
turb him, ‘‘His hand clave uato the aword.”’ 
O! my brothors and sistors; let udigo into the 
Obristian conflict with the sword of self-ab- 
nogation. Who cares whother the world 
praigos us or denounces us? What do we care 
for misrepresentation, or abuse,or persecution 
in a confl ot like this? et us forget ourselyes, 
That man who isjafraid of gotting, his hand 
hurt will neyer kill a Phillstiae, Who cares 
whether you get hurt or not if you get the 
yictory? Ob, how maaoy Christians there are 
who are all the time worrying about how:the 
world treats them . They are so tired, and 
they are so abused, and they are so tempted, 
when Eloazar did no% thiak whether he had a 
hand, or an arm, or afoot. All he wanted 
was victory, .Wesee.how men forget them- 
Selves in worldly achieyement. We haye often 
seen men who, ia order to achieve worldly 
sucepss, will forget all phystoal fatigue and 
allannoyauos and all obstacle. Just after 
the battle of Yorktown, to the American 
Revolution, 9 musiv'an, wounded, was told 
he must have his limbs amputated, 
and they were about to fasten him to the sur. 
goon’s table, for it was long before the mercifal 
discovery of anmathetios, ‘‘ No, don’t 
fasten me to that table, getmea violin.” A 
violin was brought to him, and he said, ‘Now 
go to work as] begin to play,” and for forty 
mioutes duriog the awful pangs of amputation 
he moved not a musyle nor dopped a note, 
while he played some sweet tune, O! is it 
not strange that with the museioof the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ, and with this grand maroh of 
the ohuroh militaut oa the way to become the 
churvh triamphant, we canoot forget ourselyes 
and forget all paoy and all sorrow and al! per- 
aeoution and a'! perturbation. We know 
what men accomplish under’ worldly oppoal- 
tion, Men do no’ shrink back for antagonism 
or for hardship, You have admired Presoott’s 
conquest of Mexico, ag brilliant and beautiful 
® history as ever was written; but some of 

ou may not know under what disadvantages 
$ was written—that oonqueat of Mexioo—for 
Presoott was totally blind, and ho had two 
picoes of wood parallel to each other, totally 
blind, and with his pen between these pieces 
of wood he wrote, the: stroke agéinst. one 
piece of wood telling how for the pen must 
go in one Way, the stroke against the other 
picoe of wood telling how far the pon must go 
in the other way. O! how much men will 
endure for worldly knowledge and for worldly 
success, apd yet how little we endure for 
Jesus Obrist,| How many Obristians shore aro 
that go around. oryiog, ‘0! my hand, my 
hand, my hart hand; don’t you see there..is 
blood on the hand and there is blood on the 
sword?” while Eloazir with the hilt embed- 
_ Se flosh of his righthand does not 

now it. 


“Must I be carried to the skies 
On flowery beds of. ease, ‘ 
While others fought to. win the prize 
Or sailed through bloody seas?” 


What have wo suffered in comparison with 
those who expired with suffocation, or wore 
burned or were chopped to pleces for the 
truth’a sake ? We talk of the persocution of 
tho olden times. There is just as much per- 
secution going On nowin various ways. Ia 
1849 in Madagascar, eighteen men were put to 
death for Christ’s sake. They were to be 
hurled over the rocks, and before they were 
hurled oyer the rocks, in order to make their 
death the more dreadful in anticipation, they 
were put in baskets and swuog to and fro over 
the preolpice that they might aeo bow man 
handred‘feot they would have to’ bo dash 
dowo, and while they wore swingiog in those 
baskets over the rooks they sang : 


“Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Let me to thy bosom fly ; 
While the billows near me roll, 
While the tempest still is high.” 


Taoen they woro dashed down to death, O01! 
how muoh others endarea for Obrist, and how 
little we endure for Christ, Wo want to ride 
tc hoaven io a Pullman sleeping oar, our foot 
on soft plush, the bed made up early, so we 
ovn sloop all the way, the black porter. of 
death to wake us up only in time to onter the 
golden olty, We al want the surgeons to fix 
our hand ap. Let them bring on all the lint 
and all tho bandages and all tho salve, for our 
hand is hart, whilo Eleazar doos not know his 
hand is hart, ‘‘His band olave unto tho 
sword” 

As I Jook at Bleazar's hand I como to tho 
conclusion that he hat dono a great deal of 
hard hitting. Iam not aitprived when I see 
thatthose four mea—Eloazar end bis threo 
comp nions—drove back tho army of Philis- 
tines that Elsazar’a sword clave to his hand, 
for overy time ho atruck an cnomy with ono 
ond of the aword, the othor ond of the sword 
wounded bim. When he took hold of the 
aword, the sword took hold of him. O! wo 
havo found an onomy cannot bo conquered by 
rosowater and soft spoochos,, 16 must bo 


sharp etrokos, straight thrusts, Thro Is 
iatomporance, and thore Is fraud, and tle) le 
gambling, and thoro is lust, and thore aro ton 
thousand battalions of iniquity, armod Philis 
tino in'qu ty. How are thoy to bo captured 
and overthrown?

Bat I seein tho noxt :place whata hard 
thing it was for Eloazar to gat his hand and his 
sword parted, Tho masvles anit tho sinows 
had been so loag grasped arouad ths sword ho 
could not drop it whoa ho proposed to drop it, 
and bis three comrados, 1 suppose, camo up 
and tried to, help him, aad they bathed the 
bask part of his hand, hopiog ths siaows and 
muscles wouldrelax Batons. “His hand 
olaye uot» the aworl” Thoa they tried to pull 
open the ficgers and to, pall byok ths thamb, 
but n+ sooner wore they pulled oaok thao they 
closed again, and ‘*hishand olsvsto the 
sword.” But after a while they wor) success: 
ful,and then they noticed thas the ourveiaths 
palmof shehand corrosponded exsotly with the 
curve of the hilt, *‘ His had olave unto the 
sword.” You andI have seen it maya 
time, Thore are in the United States to-day 
many aged ministers of thegospol  Tosy are 
too tesble now to preach. In the churoh 
records the word opposite their namo is 
‘‘emoritas,” or tho words ars ‘‘a ~ minister 
without charge” They’ were # herold~ race, 
Thoy had small salaries and but few books, 
aod they swam spring froshots to meet their 
wppolntments, But they did in thelr day a 
mighty work for od They took off more 
of the heads of Philistine iniquity “than you 
could count from mooato sundown. You 
put that old minister of the gospel now Into a 
prayor moeting, or occasional pulpit, or sick 
room where there is some one to be comforted, 
and {t isthe same old ring to his volce and 
the eame old stiry Siete and peace and 
Christ and heaven. His hand has so loag 
clutched the swordin Christian confllot he 
cannot drop it. ‘‘ His hand olaye unto the 
sword.” I hadinmy parish in Philadelphia 
8 very aged man who in his early life had been 
the companion and adviser of the early Pre- 
sidents, Madison and Monroe, He had wield- 
ed vast inflasnoe, bat I only know him as a 
very aged man. The most remarkable thing 
about him was his ardor for Obr.st. When he 
could not stand oP in the mpectings without 
propping he would throw his arm around a 
pillar of the church, and though his mind was 
partially gone, his love for Christ was so great 
that all’ were io deep respect and. profound 
admiration and were moved when ho spoke, 
I was oalled to see himdie. I entered the 
room and he said; ‘‘ Mr. Talmage, I cannot 
speak to you now.” He wasina very plea: 
sant deliriam, as he imagined he had an audl- 
ence before him. Ho said: ‘‘I must tell 
these people to come to Christ and prepare 
for heaven.” And then, in this pleasant do- 
lirium, both arms: lifted, this ootogenarian 
preached Christ and told of the glories of the 
world to come, There, lying onhis dying 
pillar, his dying hand clave to his sword. O!} 
if there eyor was' anyone who had & right to 
retire fromthe conflict it wae old Joshua, 
Soldiers came back from battle have the names 
ofthe battles on their fisgs, showing where 
they distinguished themeelvos,aad it is a very 
appropriate inscription. Look at that flay of 
old Gen Joshaa On it, Jericho, Gibson, 
Hagar, city of Ai, and instead of tho stars 
sprinkled on the fing. the sun and the moon 
whioh stood still. There he f#,. huodred and 
ten years old, He is lying fist on his back, 
but he le preaching. Hisdying words are a 
battle charge against idolatry aad a rallying 
ory for the Lord of Hosts as he gays; ‘' Bo- 
hold, this day I go the way of all the earth, 
and God hath not failéd'to fulfil’his promiso 
concerning Isracl.” His dying hand clave uato 
thé sword. There is the headless body of 
Paul on the road to Ostes. His great brain 
and his groat heart have been severod. Tho 
élmwood rods have stang him fearfully. When 
the corn ship broke up he swam ashore, com- 
ing up drenched with the brine, Every day 
singe that day when the horse reared under 
him in the suburbs of Damascus as the super- 
natural light fell, down to this day wheo he 
is 68 years.of age, and old and decrepit from 
the prison ooll of the Mammartine, be has been 
outrageously treated and ho {a waiting to die, 
How does he spend his last hours? Tolling 
the world how badly he feels, and describiag 
the rheumatism that he gotio prisoa, the 
rheumatism afflicting his limbs, or the neu- 
ralgia pierolng his templos, or tho thirst that 
fevers bis tongue! O!no His last worde 
aro the'battle shout for Christendom; *‘[ am 
now ready to be offered and the time of my 
departure is at hand, I have fough) th» good 
fight,” And so his dying hand olave unto the 
sword. 

It was in the front room on the second floor 
that my father lay dying Is was Saturday 
mornipg, 4 0’clook. Just three years, b-fore 
that day my mother had loft bim for tho.skion, 
and he had been homesick t+ j sin hor oom- 
pany He was 83 yoareof ayo Miulstors of 
the Goapel camo in to comforthim, but hoe vom- 
forted. thom How wondoerfally the words 
sounded ont from his dying pillow; “I have 
boon young snd now an old, yot bave L nevor 
seoo tho righteous fordakes, or hin sord bo,- 
ging bread.” Thoy bathed his brow,and they 
bathed his hands, and they bathed his foot, 
and thoy snooeeded in straightening cus tho 
foot ; but thoy did not succeed fo bathing 
open the hand so it would stay open. Thoy 
bathed tho hand opon,bat it oame shut, 
Thoy bathod it open agato, but it come shut. 
What was tho'matter with the thamb and 
the fiogors of that old hand? Ab! it‘had so 
long olutohed tho aword of, Christian conflict 
that ‘‘his hend clave unto the aword 

I proaoh this sermonas a tonio, I want 
you to hold the trub» with Iqgoradioable grip, 
and I want yoa to strike so hard for God that 
it will react, and whilo you take the sword 
tho sword will take you, You noticed toat 
thooffioers of the Northern army rooeatly 
assembled at Donvor, and you noticed that 
the offioors of tho Southorn army rooontly as- 
somble i at Loxiogton, Soldiors coming to- 
gother aro vory apt to recount tholr oxporlon 
oon and to'show tholr soars.

all hoayono will sob aloud with omotion as thoy 
loo at those soars. Iygoatius will bo there 


aod ho will point oat the place where the 
tooth and paw of the lion seized him in the 
Coliseum, AndJoha Huss will be there and 


ho will show whoie the coal first roorohed the 
foot on that day when his spirit took wing of 
flame from Constanos, Mo Willen aad Oamp-

With the exception of a few roda— 
where roadways or other impediments exist 
—the canal, from end to end, is down to 
lake level. A very large portion—more 
than half—is below that point, while for 
many and many arod there are from four 
to six feet of water in the canal at the pre- 
sent time. 

All the work which cau be done at all 
protitably with men and teams, so fer as 
excavating is concerned, has been accom- 
plished. 

At the time of writing—Thursday morn- 
ing—one of the most powerful dredges on 
lake Ontario, with two immense derricks, 
and the requsite numer of scows, are safely 
anchored in Presqu’ Ile harbor, and will, 
with the dredye,already in operation, com: 
mence work at the high land at the western 
entrauce of the canal, 

A telegram reached here on Wednesday 
announcing the safe arrival at Morrisburg, 
of Capt. John Oovill, in charge of another 
strongly built dredge and its acoompaning 
apparatus and soows to begin excavations 
at the Bay of Quinte end of the canal. 

The big dredge, now on its way from 
Montreal, or perhaps it will arrive before 
this reaches our readers—has a large clam 
shell shovel for one of the derricks on the 
north side of the Trenton end of the canal, 
besides an ingeniously contrived one for 
itself. 

The progreas already made on the Mur- 
ray Canal is certainly wonderfol, when the 
difficulties surrounding its construction are 
considered. Oaly one month overs year 
since the first sod waa turned and all the 
progress we have noted from time to time 
made. 


The bisheries Hxhibition.

THE MAGISTR( TH ACQUITTED. 


4 Caso Arising Out of the Wright Shoot- 
ing Mattor 


Oopouna, Oot. 6.—At the Assizos to-day 
before Ohief Justice Hagarty, the caso of 
Marah y. Webb and Titus was concluded, 
B.B. Osler, Q. 0, snd Wm. Kerr, Q. 0., 
appeared for the plaintiff; Sidney Smith, 
Q. O., for the’ defondant Webb; and Mr. 
Titus defended himae!lf, After the trial of 
Miss Wright some time ago, for accident- 
ally shooting young Ryan, disputes arose 
between Miss Wriyht and Mr. L. U.0, Titus, 
who had dofendéd her in that trial The 
plilotiff, Mr. Alfred H. Marsh, a lawyer 
of good standing in ‘Toronto, is a nephew 
of Miss Wright, and he acted for her in the 
controversy with Mr, Titus, Miss Wright's 
LS arig n grounds of complaint were two— 
first, that Mr. Titus had grossly overcharged 
her in the thatter of costs; second, that he 
had been guilty of unproféssional conduct 
in taking up otvil suits against ‘hor on be- 
half of the Ryans, and in doing sp violat- 
ing the oontidence Miss Wright had placed 
in him as her legal adviser.. The dealings 
with Miss Wright wore only incidentally 
referred to today. Two facts, however, 
came out‘in evidence—one, that Mies 
Wright says Titas obtained $200 froa-her 
for the purpose ot bribing the jury at her 
trial, and the other that Titua’ bill of costs 
was largely reduced on a taxation, leaving 
8 balance due to Miss Wright. Oa hor behalf 
Mr. Marsh endeavored to obtain this bal- 
ance from Titus, and ‘also to obtain from 
hima release or assurande that the Ryan 
olvil suits should not be proceeded with. 
A sharp correspondence took place between 
Marsh and Titus, in the course of which 
Marsh threatened to move to have the namo 
of Titus struck off the rolls for unprofes- 
sional conduct, the object of the threat ap- 
parently being to bring such pressure on 
Titus as would cause him to accede to 
Marsh's demands\on behalf of Miss Wright. 
The threat was plainly made in the last 
letter of the correspondence, Mr. Titus’ 
reply to this was to lay ao information 
against Marsh before the defendant, W. 
W. Webb, who is a Justice of the ‘Peace 
in the village of Brighton. The informa- 
tlon charged Matsh with feloniously send- 
ing Titus a threatening lettér demanding 
with monaces a certain, valuable ssourity, 
which is made a felony under the forthy- 
third section of 32 33 Vic., oap. 21. Mr, 
Webb, after sume cogitation, acted on the 
information by issuing a warrant for the 
arrest of Marsh. He was reluctant to take 
do severé/a stop,ias Marsh was well known 
in Brighton and the nsighberhood, and 
asked if a summons would not do as well ; 
but Titus said ‘‘no,” he must have a war- 
rant because he wanted Marsh arrested, to 
prevent his communieating with his aunt, 
Miss Wright, who had certain letters that 
‘Titus Wanted to,see, and which she might 
be forced to produce at the preliminary 
examination of Marsh before the Magis- 
trate; and if Marah was merely 6: onod 
he might tell’his aunt to dostroy § let- 
ters. The warrant being issued was placed 
in the hands of County Oonstablé Stone- 
berg, who went'to Toronto, arrested Marsh 
in his own office and brought him to Bright- 
on, where he was tried hofore a Hench of 
Magistrates, consisting of Baonjamio F, 
Ewing, Isaac M. Wellington, Ira B. Thayer, 
Thos, N. Soripture, and the defendant 
Webb, who acted as Ohairaran. ‘Titus was 
the principsl witness, An unsuccessful 
attempt was made to. induco Miss Weight 
to produce the letters referred to, bat on 
the adyice of her lawyer, Mr. Gordon, she 
refused to do so, and the magistrates did 
not like to go the length’ of sénding her to 
prison for contempt of court. Oa the mag- 
isttates consulting as to their decision, Ew- 
ing, Wellington, and Webb were for com- 
mitting the prisoner Marsh for trial, but 
Thayer and Soripture wanted to dismiss 
the case; and Marah was therefore com- 
mitted for trial at the Sessions. He was 
admitted to bail, and an indictment was 
subsequently preferred agaiust him before 
the grand jury, which was thrown out. He 
now seeks to recover damagesagainst Titus 
for falsely aud malaciously causing him to 
be arrested and imprisoned, and against 
Webb for conspiring with Titus todo It, 
In charging the jury to-day, Ohief Justice 
Hagatty deprécated the msnnerin which 
the criminal law was sometimes put in 
motion to farther private ‘interésts, aud 
spoké disapprovingly!of the course taken 
by Mr. Titus. Tbe jury, after about an 
hour's absence, found ayordict against Ti- 
tus, damages, $500 ; and a verdict ia favor 
of the defendant Webb. Ohlef Justice 
Hagiarty said that while he thought the 
jury had probably taken the safest course 
fo finding for Mr. Webb, he should allow 
him no costs, because he thought ho had 
acted with harahnoss. and jndisogetion in 
issuing a warrant instead of a summons,

orowd to fly, Agnew reosived no lei than 
soven wounds, including a deep out in the

Tho public cannot yot have forgotton the 
facts of the oolobrated case of MoLaren and 
Oanada Pacific Railway Company, in whioh 
Mr. Peter MoLaren,of Ottawa, is suing the 
Canada Oontral Railway Oompany for

The Assessment By-law. 


"o the Hxlitor of the Intelligencer. 

Mn. Kprror, —O wing to lad'sposition I was 
unablo to be at the Counc!lon Moaoday eveain 
when the above By-law recvived ity sec = 
reading, for if] hsd beon, I would havo given 
my reasons for opposing the samo at that time 
insteai of now. Sinc) thon [ hav) read your 
Editorial in which you enilorse tho By-law 
andthe appointment of Mr. Thoma. This 
ovealog I have before mo Alderman Dickson's 
lottor aivooating and supporting tho By-Jaw 
aad the changé in the modo of assessmont, 

As I havo, for the last throo yoars, at the 
Council Board, spoken and voted against -tho 
proposed system I dovirs aga'n't> saswor tho 
main points in Alderman Dickson's letbor and 
to give my reasons why I cannot, at tho pro- 
sont time,support bis views o! the assessmont 
By-law. 

To enable your roadora to uodorstand what 
the Moniolpol laws pormit tho Council to do, 
I will quote tue following soxtlons from Har- 
rison’s Manicips! Manual: “Soo, 250, the 
Council of overy City, town, township and 
incorporated yillage shall a9 eon as may be 
convenient after the annual elections appoint 
as many Assessors end Coliootors for the mual- 
olpality a5 the axsossment Jaws from\ time to 
time authorizs or require, &o.” 

Seo, 251, ‘In Cities; the Counoil, instead of 
Sppointiag Assessors andor the foregoing soc. 
tion, may appoint an Asscasment Commission- 
er who, in conjunction with tho Mayor for the 
time’being, siall from time t+ time appoint 
such Assessors and Valuators as may bo nec ia- 
sary and such Commirtioner, Assessors and 
Valuators shall constitute a Board of Aases- 
sors and shall possess all the powarsa and per- 
‘orm the dutios of Assessoré appointed under 
the last preceding section.” 

Now, Mr, Editor, I desire to say, without 
boing egotistical, that I have pe!d oc nsiderable 
attention to the dubject under dlscasslon, and 
having been on the Court of Revision for three 
years, | have some little experienc» with the 
Assessment rolls and ths Assessors and their 
duties. 

I admit in the start that the Assossments 
made heve not been entire! satisfactory, ow- 
ing somewhat no doubt to the reason: given 
hy Ald. Dickson, want of timo, and no pros- 
pect of their being reappointed, but every pros- 
pect that the new Couno'l would appoint new 
ones. 

I ask, Mr, Editor, can any person with rea- 
sonable intelligence read the 250th section 
above—and it is the only ove authorizing ths 
Council to appoiat an Assessment Oommis- 
sloner—withont seeing that there cannot be a 
Commission6r appointed withouttho Assessors 
and Valuator to follow. « And instead of the 
Council having anything to aay about who 
thoy are to bo, ‘the Mayor for the time being 
and the Assessment Commissionér shall” ap. 
point them and, of course,’ fix the salaries. 
To talk of appointing an Assessment Com, 
missfoner without the Assessors and Va\ua- 
ter’ to form aboard, as the weotion provides, 
is to my mind hoyond the power of the Coun- 
cil to do,for just so soon as the Commissioner 
is appoidted, then the matter is beyoad the 
control‘of the Councif and the Act stops ‘in 
and says Who are to appoias the other otficara.

I am satisfied that I place the salaries that 
will be alowed by the Mayor and the Assoss- 
ment Commissioner low. |For of cours, if 
first class mon haven't hitherto been found to 
do the assessment properly, thoso whom the 
above officets appoint will “be ticss clays mon 
and the Valuator, I presume, will be a skille1 
one and could not begot for less than the 
above, 

Without saying anythioy for th» extra office 
rents, fuel, stationery; etc., tho ‘‘ $1,000 to 
$2,000,” which Alderman, Dickson assumes 
oould be sayed by this By-law belong adoptod, 
thers would,if I am oorreot,be nothing gained 
buta loss, and woraé than all, the Vounoil 
would have no control oyer tho exponditure 
of that Board. 

If the Counc! would adopt the principle of 
eppolnting good | Assgessora anil pay thei a 
sufficient Say with the same understanding 
as Ald. Dickson says that the Assessment 
Commissioner is appointed, viz, to remain in 
office of Aasossors.during the pleasure of the 
Council and only so long a3 thoy did their 
daty, Iam sstisied that the .assessmonts 
be mado azsatisfactory to the City as the As- 
sessment Commissioner would ever do. 

I am further evtistied an Assessor oanaot 
make the absesamont of the whole oity, pre- 
pave the rolls, give the,notloes which haye 
all to be served personally on the person As- 
sessed or loft upon the premises, and attend 
the Court of Rovision within the tims speci- 
fied by the law, for I hold that the assessmen} 
must be made aé the time and within He time 
stated by Ald, Dickson viz: to commence ‘‘not 
later than the 15th day of Febraary and shal! 
complote the same on or before the 30th day 
of April,” and atno other time asthe law 
now stands, The Assessors are bound to visit 
every property within the above (period, So 
that even if the Assossmont Commissioner or 
one Assessor was appointed he would only 
have the samo time to do the Assessment in 
as the Assogsora have | hitherto hal, and this 
could not bedone by one man. 

My conviction hes boon and is now againat 
Ald, Dickson's By-law and the one proposed 
by Ald, Dunnot. 

YALUATOR. 


As to valuators, I may instance whas took 
place before th's year’s Couit of Kevislon to 
show how proporty of the oity was valued by 
them. Our Assossora had exgo\pol several 
lots ia Coleman. Ward (at a8 they thought an 
equalized valuation witb property in that 
locality) owaed by a gentloman in Toronto. 
An appeal was entered and Me Thomas ro- 
provonting the Toronto maa had sovoral real 
estate valuasoré sworn ot ‘this city, to show 
that the land in the looslity wore not worth 
# quartor of tho valuo plead upon them by 
the Assessors, Notwithutanding tho foot that 
other lots bélomging to our ditizons, no better, 
had boen for yoars and wore thon assousod at 
the samo rate, Of course I do not blame the 
valuators who gave ovidence, becauso thelr 
basinesshad always boon to value /and forLoan 
Companios for the purpose of lending money 
upon, and I koew that they valued tho lots 
lows than the Assossors booause thoy wero 
oalled as witnossos as skilled valuators. Tho 
question arlsos, would we not loso as much as 
wo would gain by a Valuator?

bees for winter : 

Tho apiarist should propare his boos for 
wintor as soon as tho frost makovall farthér 
aathoring of honey impossible, \ Examination 
will show whothor thoro is sufficient honey 
stored to winter the boos, If the frames, just 
a1 they aro takon from tho hives, containing 
becs, honoy and comb, wolgh thirty pounds Jn 
the aggrogate, thon thére is honey enough 
If not, good thick honey, or thick syrup,made 
by dissolviag grandulated sugar, should b» fed 
at once, so that al! oolls may bo ospped over 
before the cold days of October check tho 
Isbors of the hive, It is bost that the honey 
be so abundant in the frames that we need not 
give the beos all the frances used in summer, 
It is better to use not more than seven or 
sight Gallup or American frames, aod not 
morethan five or aix Langetroth frames, 
These are confined by division boards, It 
{s hoat to carefally exclude pollen. Frames 
of pollen are set aside, to be returned when 
brociling iW rosamed tho following spring. 

The bses may oosily change tho peiition of 
tho oluster ja the cold days of winter, and it 
in desirable to cut small holes the siz) of a 
thimble through the combs, and {noch or two 
above the centre, Cover above the bees with 
sacks of dry sawdust, which should bs lon 
enough to raach over the division boards Ae | 
to the bottom of the hive. These protect the 
bees from the oxtrsmes of heat and cold, and 
promote healthfulaess, ‘Thus propared, the 
bees to be wintered in chaff hives on their 
summer stands, w'll need no further care un- 
til the aucoosding Apri) If the bess are placed 
in the collar, they need not be touched until 
just before winter comes, when they are to be 
taken in, 


Sell What You Can, 


Farmora should look over their stook at 
this season of the year, and not keep stook 
all winter to be fel and boused sts contider- 
able cost, only to find whan. spriag oomor 
that itis worth no more, and perbaps loss, 
than it was in tho fall Thtls rulo applies not 
only t>cattle and shoop, bat to poultry, 
Moreover, the prinoiple may:bs spplied to 
crops, Where a reasonable profit can Se ob- 
tained by selling the crops of the fields and 
orohards in the fall, it is better t> sell them 
than to hold for higher prices. There {s al- 
ways a risk in keeplag, for prices ' may not 
rise,and the crops kep$ may be. badly affacted 
by atmosphere or other causes nob considered, 
So far as live a‘- sk is concerned, it is pretty 
certain that next spring will see lower prices 
than at present prevail, Meat: is) still very 
dear,in spite of the glowing orop reports from 
all parts of the land ; but es the poople beg'n 
to realize the extent of the crops they will 
olawor for lowor priecs, and’ a decline must 
eventually eome. Monoy realized for atock 
or crops now, anil deposited safely, will draw 
interest, and can neither die nor decay, whera- 
as tho live stock may do the one or the crops 
the other. 

The wise and well-to-do farmer is not he 
who has a great surplus, of stock or oropa on 
hand, Suooers is as much due to selling at 
the right time e1 in buying at the right price. 
Reasonable profits and prompt returns should 
be the rale of the farms’, who; jas$as surely 
asa merchant, will find it well act t» keep 
any kind of salable material too long on hand. 


Oure for Pawing Horses. 


Tho habit of pawlng oan be oyercomeia 
most cased by lifting the foot and holding itup 
for a while each time the horse beglus to paw. 
To give the horse his first lossom, pat on au 
old harness, buckle a strap around eaoh of tho 
forward fetlooke, attach a small rope five or 
six foeplong to each strap, poss the rop2s 
through rings or loops on the top of the sad- 
dle, take the horse to a soft, smooth spot, 80 
that he will not be liable to get hurt, girt the 
saddle tight so that i¢ will not torn, take up 
one forward foot and bold it up for some ten 
or fifteen minutes by making the rope fast at, 
the 
lesson is to teach the horse that standing on 
three legs {s tiresome and disagrzeable work ; 
and also to teach him that his foot is held by 
a superior power, and that he cannod put it 
down without the consent of that power. For 
him to got those ideas he neods to stand long 
shough to get vory tired of it, and needs to do 
his to get his footfree berfore he ean 
realize that i5 is impossible for him to free it, 
Having given this lesson, put the horse in the 
place whore he isin the habit of doing the 
most pawing, and when he lifts either foot 
take that foot up by pullingon the rope at- 
tached to it, and hold it up for a short time 
only. The objsot of this lecson is to teach the 
horse that itis when and only whon he lifts 
his foot to paw that’ the control of it is taken 
from bim. When he learns this ho will pro- 
bably stop the practloe, bat for him to get this 
idea the foot must be taken and held long 
enough for him to realizs that {t is held every 
time tie attempts to paw. la this, as in all 
teaching and disolplinary work, th» teachor 
and governer nseds a good supply of patience 
and perscveranoe.— New York Tribune,

Grass or Cultivation for Orchards, 

Il frait troos afsor they have attained a size 
sufficiently large for bearing frult oan be made 
to do as woll ia grass as when oultivated, it fs 
obvious that i) will bs much less expense to 
sood t> grass and sayo tho cost of cultivation. 
But that would not bo all the alvantazo ob- 
tained. It is well known that onltivation is 
likely to injaro may of th» largo soots of the 
trees, This is the greatest objection to calti- 
vating among large trees. It is des'rable that 
the roots ehoul! ponetrate tho soil near tie 
surface in all dirootions, since the surface soil 
is the richest; bat {f cultivation is practised, 
the roots which spyroach tho surface are con. 
tinua'ly torn and injured, and kept from ap- 
proaching the surface, If the soil is oulti- 
vatel among large treos, the cultlyatioa 
should be very shallow, so as to fojore the 
roots as little a; possible. By feequent top- 
drossing with fortilizsra it is bolioved that the 
troos willdo equally as woll in grass as when 
cultivated, Pasturing sheep or igs in the 
orchard is s good method of disposing of what 
grass grows, and enrichinz the soil, Tho pigs 
and sheep will also eat tht frult which falls 
prematurely, and thoy destroy the larve of 
the coddling moth contained in it If, how- 
ever, the grasa is allowol to grow, it is best 
to cut it two or throe timss during the sum. 
mer, and let [t remain on the ground to mulch 
and enrich the soll. In regard to whother t> 
cultivate an orchard or not,.it mag bo said 
that if troeaare young, they shou'd be oultl- 
vate] to promdto thiir growth; but if the 
tress are largo, they nebd mot bs caltivated, 
but may ba seeded to grass and t p-drossod,—

LENNOX ELECTION CASE. 


SIK JOMUN UNSEATED FOR BRI- 
BERY BY AN AGENT. 


The Payment of $2 Upsets the 
; Hlection. 


NO FEUSONAL IMPUTATION ON THE PREMIBK, 


Tho court for the trial of the 
Dominion election petition opened at Na- 
pance on the 10th, Mr, Justice Armour on 
the Bench. Mosars, Doroche and Madden, 
of Napanee, and Mr. Bethune, Q. O., ap- 
peared for the potitionors; and ‘I, H. 
MoGuire, Q. O0., of Kingston, and Mr. D. 
MoOarthy, Q. 0., for the respondent, Sir 
John Macdonald, Mr. MoVarthy renewed 
the application made before tho Onief 
Justice to strike out certain particulars, on 
the ground of vagueness and non-compll- 
ance with the order under which they were 
delivered. He oomplained that in some 
cases the namo of the alleged agent was 
not definitely given. His Lordship decided 
that no particulars should be atricken out 
at present, bat he would see that the ro- 
epondent would suffer no prejudice by rea- 
aon of any indefinitoness of the charges. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

The case was bozun by calling witnoases 
to prove payments of money by A, H. 
Roe, M. P. P., as agont for the respondent, 
The first witneas, one Stephen Davis, said 
that Roe gave him $20 to divide among his 
sons sud himself. He admitted on cross 
examination having told a number of per- 
sons that he never reovlved anything, and 
he contradicted himselfin one important 
partioular, 

Some thirty oases were gone into in all, 
in about ten of which only was there any 
evidence of any paymont. Ono of these was 
a donation to s paralyzed man, a mendicant 
whose child was then dying, and did die a 
few days afterwards, Another case was a 
payment of $2 an old due by Roe. The total 
amount alleged by the witnesses for the 
petitioner to hayo been paid was $54, 
Four of the witnesses admitted on croes- 
examination, that they had been bribed 
by three different persons to vote for 
Allison the Grit candidate, Ove of the 
witnesses admitted that he had been 
paid $8 by a Grit to make an affidavit shat 
he was bribed by Ros, The extent to 
which bribery existed on the part of the 
Grit candidate may be judged from the 
fact that even from their own witnesses was 
extorted the confession that some $24 in 
money and goods had been given them by 
Grit canvassers, In one instance a Grit 
agent gave & man 4 buggy in consideration 
of his voting for Allison, The first case 
called on the opening of the court on 
Thursday morning was that of one McA uley 
for getting $2 from oue Hewitt,s sub-agent 
of the respondent. This case was proved 
conclusively, Hewitt admitting that he gaye 
it to him for his lost time, McAuley being 
& poor man and not willing to'lose a day 
without compensation. This was the firet 
case which the respondent was not prepared 
to rebutt, and on its being proved, Mr. 
MoUarthy at once stated that he must 
admit that this act would void the election, 
His Lordship then asked if Mr. Bethune 
intunded to proceed with the personal 
charges against Sir John. Aftor consulta 
tion with his friends, Mr. Bothuoe replied 
that he thought 1: was useless to attempt to 
prove any of the personal charges. This 
olo.ed the cese. 

Mr, McOarthy, on behalf of tho respon- 
dent, desired to put Sir John on the stand 
to olear off any imputation which might be 
thought to exist against his client. His 
Lordship, however, thought it quite unne- 
cessary, es nothing in the evidence had in 
the slightest degree connected Sir John 
with anything improper—in fact, Mr, Be- 
thune’s statement was in effect that there 
was no imputation against Sir John per- 
sonally. Mr. MoOarthy, therefore,expressed 
himself satisfied. The election was declared 
void. 

Taking eyerything into consideration 
says the News,the result of tho trial is such 
that the Grits, behind whom was Sir Rich- 
ard J. Oartwright, have little cause for 
rejoicing. Every effort was made to ferret 
out something against Sir John, but they 
signally failed, and, after examining all 
the witnesses who would swear to anything, 
the amount alleged to have been paid was 
really very small. While had Mr. Roe and 
his witnesses been examined they would 
have disapproved every charge on which 
he was sought to be implicated. The case 
ou which the verdict turned was the pay- 
ment by Hewitt of $2, and it was the only 
case of bribery during the election on the 
part of the respondent. 

SIR JOHN TENDERED A RENOMINATION. 

Napaneg, Oot. 11.—Immediately after 
the close of the trial this morning an {m- 
promptu mass meeting of the Uonservative 
party in the riding was held in the Town 
Hall here, for the purpose of nominating a 
candidate for the Commons. There was a 
very large number present, and the feeling 
was one of enthusiastic confidence. After 
addresses by J. J. Watson, Dr, Ruttan, 
aud A. H. Roe, M. P. P.,a motion was un- 
animously adopted tendering the nomina- 
tlon to Sir John A. Macdonald. A doputa- 
tion was appointed to wait upon the right 
honorable gentlomau at his hotel and 
acquaint him with the action of the 


meeting. Sir John returned with the 
deputation tothe hall and addressed his 
friends atsome length, and asked a fow 
days to conaldor tho flattering mark of con- 
fidence and sympathy tendered him. A 
motion was then passed by « unaulmous 
standing vote pledging the meoting to loyal- 
ly support the candidate of tho party who 
over he might bo,and the proceedings closed 
with rousing cheers forthe Quooen, Sir 
Joho, and Mr, Roo, There Is no doubt the 
seat willbo held by the party, many Ko- 
formors having oxprossed thelr dotormina 
} tlom to vote for the Conservative candidate.

shareholders fur the liabilitives of a com 
pany does not extend beyond the amount 
of stock subscribed for. If that be fully 
paid up no further calle can be made ; but 
if it be not fully paid up shareholders,in the 
event of its being required, cau be compell- 
ed to pay inthe full sum of the shares 
taken. 

The extent to which the resources of this 
Dominion have been developed is largely 
owing to the efforts of the Joint Stook 
Companies, formed on the limited lability 
principle. Individuals will contribute of 
their means and become partners in a con- 
cern formed to develope a local or general 
jnduatry, that will benefit the community, 
when doiug so will involve no risk beyond 
a definite sam ; while they would refuse to 
join au ordinary partnership, with its attend- 
ant risks and unlimited liability, formed to 
effect the same purpose 

While the law thus limits tho liability of 
shareholders in Joint Stock Companies, it 
requires that the public shall be informed 
that they are dealing witha partnership 
possessing exceptional privileges ; and it is 
incumbent upon every company to aflix the 
word limited after its name on its sign over 
its place of business, onits seal, or its ad- 
vertisements, on its business papers, and in 
in short whenever it is used. 

The term *' double liabilities’ expresses 
the position of shareholders in banks. In 
order to afford security to bill holders and 
depositors, the Isw makes the liability of 
shareholders double the amount of sub- 
soribed capital. The ownor of ten paid up 
shares of one hundred dollars each would 
be liable, in the event of the bank’s failure, 
to be called upon to pay in one thousand 
dollars, as well as lose the money already 
invested. This security has always been 
found ample. The only fault tobe found

The Proper Place and use of Les- 
son Heips 


The following paper was read bofors the 
Sabbath school Convention of the sellevill: 
District by the Rov, W. H Peake, at the 
meeting in Roslin on the 2let of August, 1883 
and is published by Bequest : 

I am asked to offer a fow thoughts on tho 
“Proper Placo and; Uso of Losson Helps.” 

This, of course, admits their oxpedionoy, and 
allows that there ia » place whore they may 
boused. Itis our daty to ascertain where 
that place is, and confine thom to their proper 
limits, 

There is no quostion bat that kno wlo igo Is 
nee isary (0 teaching—ail lines of t aching, 
Sunday achools included, No person oan 
teach what he doos not know, an knowledy» 
is attained by roading and study, Ifa teaohor 
g000 to his work without a plan, and kaowin+ 
bub little of the subject ho is expooted to 
toach, he wili fail and no won der; it would 
ba a marye! if he did not; no good im pro yslon 
will bs made upon the scholars, and himaolf 
not being interested, ho will soon become 
irrojular in his attondanod and drop off alto- 
gother, 

Toachors who take pains to ioforn thom- 
selvcs on the curront lesson, and aro intorasted 
in the children’s wolfare, aro not the ones to 
tire of teaching, and on svory little protext or 
throat to givaitup; on the contrary, whore 
tho tsacher loves tho work, revlizyy its great 
importance. aod rosponsiblility, making the 
lesson the subjeos of all the wesk’s invostiga- 
tlon an‘ thought, sach teachers aro permanent, 
reliable and successful, 

To tske up the lossoa an hour or 80 bofore 
the tims for Sanday school arrives, is cortala- 
ly better thin not to do ft at all, bait botrays 
one of two things. First, A great amount of 
self-confidence that he oan do without prepar- 
ation what it takes othors considerable tim) 
to propare for, Or, Sscond, That he har a 
vory low estimate of the real importance of 

Sanday school work, A certain bishop was 
urging upon his olergy the importance of 
ynorough. prepacation, for the pulpit. *‘O, my 
lord,” said a young and ezotistioal curate, ‘I 
can g) into the vestry, select my ‘text avi 
presoh extempor), aad think nothing of it” 
“Very good,” replied th» bishop; ‘that fully 
confirms what I have heard of your coagrega- 


tion. Thoy say they can goto church, hear 
your 8, and think nothing of them. 
Thy r nothing, are worth nothing. 
Wetis with this, place the remark of 
nati the groat Suaday sohool worker, 
Said he, "I have spent.seveatesa hours al- 
ready on this lesson, although 1 have taaght 
it twice betore.” 
A great many persons obj s0t they have not 
(Coes for Sundsy sohool work. I be- 
eye there ia mach more ia beiag ia sympathy 
with it, and in prepariog for it, than in any 
other kind of qualificatioa ; hoart, tact, judg- 
ment,and adaptation are mach mors necessary 
than profound learning. 


WHAT HELPS WE REQUIRE, 


The ‘* Lesson Helps’ of 1853 leave but little 
to be desired, and stand in won lerfal vont rast 
to what was afforded twenty years ago. They 
areeo muoh labor saving machinery, They 
are intended to afford all sorts of information 
gathered from biblioal, th sological, historical 
aad goegraphical works, withoat the expense 
of purchase or trouble of investigation. Very 
well ; parhaps ia some /nitances they afford 
inf srmation which otherwise would never be 
possessed. They then are ahelp. Bat thea 
again it is quite possible that in other instan- 
oes they may bar poraonsl investigation and 
and ressarch. They tion bocome a hiadraace, 
hence the necessity of putting them where 
they ahonld be. 

Now, suppose the leason is to be selected as 
in the case of our uniform series, tha first 
thing you should do is not to go to the Banner 
or other toavhor’sa hips you may have, bat 

ou should go to your stady or close} and read 
¢ over and over again jus}as many times as 
may be necessary to catch [ts sense aad asver- 
tain the meaning of the sasored writer, And 
this will be greatly holpod by devout prayor, 
as we want to ascertain the min 1 of the Spirit 
in tha} particular om; thea look up al the 
parallel passages and note them, and for this 
you will want a raferenco Bible and also a 
Concordance Youthen want to asocortsio 
the grammatical and biblical meaning of 
words used, the personal history of iadiylduals 
whose names are introduced, and the geogra- 
phioal location of cities or c>untriss mention- 
ed. All these things you must weave into 
your lesson and make thom subservient to the 
wants, tastes, disposition, and age and each 
of your soholars, for you will fail as a toacher 
if you do all your talking to one or two only 
of your,olass, You must interest thom all. 
This I kaow is not always an easy task, but 
it is the main part of the business, and that 
part which you are reqaired to learn. Oae 
has said oa the subjsos of ‘‘ Teaching ay an 
Art’: 1, Get the ideas and prinolples in your 
mind. 2, Bsintluencéd by the bost models. 
3 Teach. Nothing will supply the plasoe of 
actual work, as the Model and No/mal schools 
of our own day testify, There teachers loaro 
to tench by teaching, Onc was asked, ‘How 
did you learn to tosch?”’ He answorod, “‘ By 
my own mistakes aad failures.” In toachiag 
others we instruct ourselves, 

Now, I admit, as before state 1, that there 
is considerable economy both of time and 
means io this busy sge in having all these 
different kinds of knowledge gleaned ont of 
large and copious writings for us, so that we 
can make use of thom easily, bat it has two 
disadyantages, 1, They are not our own, and 
not beiag the result of our own inve itigation 
thoy do not so deeply impross us, noither will 
wo be «0 apt to value them, 2, Thoy aro no 
permanent, Thero holps are monthly, often 
worn out when the month cxplres, and their 
contents lost ; whereas could we mako our- 
solves the poasessore of even some of the works 
from which these hints are obtained, thoy 
would form a usefal and pormenent library, 
And this could be done by selecting your own 
books for purchase from our own book oats 
logue ins‘ead of purchasing those which may 
bo acoldentally offered at your doors. 


PLACE, 


The proper place for lesson helps which 
forms the second part of my subject, is so 
int rwoven with the foregoing, that I think it 
has beon almost sufficlontly troated. alroady. 
I wil! oontine myself therefore to a few things 
which I consider to be out of plaw Tho 
Banner with tho teach»r, ani the Leaf with 
tho scholar, are sometimes put in the place 
of tho Bible, Tho Biblo is not ocarrivt to the 
sohool, or kopt in the school, and used as lo 
formor timos, but the holps aro used for all 
purposos, I think this a misfortune, and io 
that way tho ohildron will noyer become 
famillar with tho structure of the Bible so as 
to know tho situation of the different books, 
and those who have knowa will forget from

Human Devices in Algoma, 


(From the Winnipeg Times, Oct, 10.) 

Mr, Apjohn, the Ontario Government's 
returning officer at Rat Portage in the Al- 
goma election, announced at the opening of 
the poll that no voters except those within 
the Hudson Bay plotin that town would 
bo allowed to vote, The decision was com- 
municated to the crowd outside, and mapy 
Uonservative yoters, whose property ley 
outside the plot, left for home in the belief 
that they wore disfranchised under the law 
fur some mysterious reason. 

Ex-Aldurman Moukman, of Winnipog, 
koown to Mr. Apjohn as a Conservative, 
asked to be allowed to vote on Lots 3 and 
4, Fort William, for which ho holds a 
patent from the Crown, Mr, Apjohn refused 
tu let him yots on the ground that only 
qualified voters within tho Hudson Bay 
plotin Rab, Portege could yote ot that 
polling placo. Mr. Monkman then asked 
to be sllowed to put in a tendered ballot, 
but Mr. Apjobn refused this also. A 
tendered ballot, it may be well to explain 
hero, is a ballot which is not counted st 
the close of the poll but which is taken into 
consideration should a recount be held. 

T. H. Gilmour (Conservative) owns freo- 
hold property at Port Arthurand on the 
Lake of the Woods. He offered to take the 
oath as to this, bat Mr. Apjohn would not 
allow him to vote. 

Frederick Fowler (Gonservative) has a 
house and other property at Fort Franois, 
but he was not allowed to vote except, by 
tendered ballot. 

William E. Murdoch, the well-known 
engineer, has land in the Township of Oliver 
with a house upon it for which he holdsa 
deed direct from the Oatario Government. 
Mr. Apjohn would notallow him to vote, 
but offered him a tendered ballot whioh 
Mr. Murdoch indignantly refused. Mr. 
Murdoch is a prominent Oonservative. 

Mr, H. J. Olarke Q. O., is the owner of 
land on Turner Island and offered to take 
the oath, but Mr. Apjoho would not let 
him vote. Mr. Olarke, under protest, 
accepted a tendered ballot. Mr, Olarke is 
a prominent Conservative. 

These are given as specimen cases of Mr, 
Apjohn’s method of disfranchising Conser- 
vatives onthe plea that they were not 
property or householders withinthe Hudson 
Bay plot in Rat Portage. Many other cases 
might be quoted. But when Mr, Apjohn 
recoguized a Lyon voter, he overruled his 
own ruling! Tho repeated protests of Mr. 
Plummer’s ecratineer were of no avail; Mr, 
Apjohn boldly carried out what was evi- 
dently a preconcerted schome. For example: 

Lewis Eastman was allowed to vote on 
property at Clearwater Bay. Oapt. Thomas 
Wiley was allowed to vote on alluyed pro. 
perty atthe North West Angle. William 
McLaughlin was allowed to vote on proper 
ty at Eagle River and Vermilion Bay, 
Samuel Reynolds was allowed to vote on a 
house at Rainy River. W. W. Baby asked 
to be allowed to vote on property at Olear- 
water Bay, and Mr, Apjohn refused, but 

subsequently allowed him to vote. Mr. 
Baby was known to Mr, Apjohn as a Oon- 
sorvative, but Mr. Apjohn, after refusing 
Baby, no doubt ascertained from the Onta. 
rio workers outside the polling booth who 
communicated with him all day by means 
of notes, that, for reasons best known to 
himself, Baby intended to vote for Mr. 
Lyon. William Roas, (colored), was allowed 
to vote on a house at Ptarmigan Bay. 
Oapt. Andrew Halley said he wasa property 
owner at Rainy River, but declined to take 
the oath, Mr. Apjohn, however, insisted 
that his vote should be accepted. 

Mauy other cases of this kind could be 
quoted, but the above will give the reader 
a fair idea of the nature of Mr, Apjohn’s 
operations. In the case of George Oreigh- 
ton he displayed tactica of auother order. 
Oreighton marked his ballot for Mr. Lyou 
and holding itup unfolded so that every- 
body inthe room could see it, said *' I’m 
voting for Lyon.” Koowing that this 
would invalidate the vote, Mr. Apjoho, in 
defiance of the Act, took the marked ballot 
from Oreighton, tore it up and handed 
Oreighton another ballot which, on being 
marked, he accepted! Mr. Apjohn, in 
short, acted throughout with a reckless 
daring and disregard for fair-play worthy of 
those old masters of Liberalism who con-

committed upon the rights and liberties of the

As usual, the Advertiser falsities and mls- 


represents. From the day when the result 
of the election was declared, Mr. Mills has, 
through the columns of the jouroal whioh 
he controls, attacked Mr, Stephens in a 
manner little short of brutal, and these 
attacks did not cease after the protest was 
entered and Mr, Stephens’ alleged offences 
had been taken legal cognizanoy of. Me. 
Hawkins, who was declared elected, was 
also pursued with insult from day to 
day, as ‘‘the member for Jim Stephuvs,” 
until,no doubt, Mr. Miils felt that his 
readers had become disgusted with the 
unoeasiny exhibition of his malice aud his 
rage over his defeat. Naturally,tho sympa 
thies of Mr,Stephons’ friends, who boli vod 
that he had discharged hia daty according 
to the best of his judgment, and in acoord-

to condemn the County Judge for Lunen- 
burg (we inadvertently said the returning 
_ ofticer,) Nova Scotia, who had returned as 
elected a Grit who was minority candi- 
date, and whose offenow, having basen prov- 
ed in court, was a proper subject for com 
ment. From these premises we arguod— 
yand surely with propriety—that Mr. Mills 
Aid not care onestraw tor purity of election 
but that he did care very much for tho real 
or pretended wrongs of Mr. David Mills. 
Having no legitimate ground of reply, 
Mr, Mills has reaorted to falsehood and 
misrepresentation to bolster up his case and 
to excuse his indecency in commenting on 
acase which has been entered for trial. 
Mr. Mills is guilty of untruth in stating 
that he has not taken the initiative in the 
disoussion of Mr, Stephens’ conduct.

Dickson to point out so frequently 
that the Agecssor holds ollice only during tho 
pleasure of the Council,” 

Mr, Frost characterizes that part of my 
former lotter relatiog to the practical identity 
of “‘Aumasor” and ‘ Atsessment Commis- 
sioner” ‘fas a bit of special pleading,” and 
assorta thoy are as different as his cooupation 
and mine, This may be a convenient mode of 
disposing of an argument you cannot snswer, 
butit isnot estisfactory, To statute au- 
thoriziox theappointment of Asecesors and 
Asscasmoaot Commissioners, enacts, ‘In olties 
the Ccuncil, instead of appoioting!Asscesors 
under the foregoing rection, may appoint an 
Assessment Commissioner, who, ta conjunction 
with the Mayor for the time being, eball from 
time to time appoint such Asgossors and 
Valuators as may be necessary, and such 
Commissioner, Arsessors and Voluatore eball 
constitute a Board of Assessors, and shall pos- 
seat all the powers and perform tho duties of 
Asseasors eppointed under the Jast preceding 
section. And any Commissioner, Assessor or 
Collector to bo appointed by any city need not 
be appcinted annualiy, but shall hold office at 
the pleasure of the Couacil, and all notices ta 
other municipalities required to be given to 
the Clerk of the municipality, in matters re- 
lating to assessment, shall in such city be given 
to the Assessment Commissioner,” 

Is is clear that the duties are identioal,— 
except only that the Assistant Commissioner 
has to receive notices of appeal. The powers 
are i ‘entioal,only that the Commisiicnor shall, 
conjointly with the Mayor, appoint Assessors 
ani Valuators. The tenure of office is iden- 
tical. If one man is to be appointed to do the 
work for a fixed sum, ho to hire as much or as 
little assiatance as ho likes, it doss not make a 
straw’s difference what you call him, Assessor 
or Commissioner, 1f Assessor, be can himself 
appvint; if Assessment Commissioner, then 
he must have the concurrence of the Mayor 
for his appointments, The By-law can fix 
the sam, 

Ald, Diamond’s figures are purely imaginary, 
and pay but a poor compliment to any Council 
wh:ch with the power cf dismissal (assuming 
is has no other power) would permit such ox- 
fravagence—as well as to the electors who 
could elect sucha Council, He might as well 
have imagined $6,000, but perbapa he did not 
want io place any limit, and so added, ‘‘with 
out saying anything for the extra cflice rente, 
fuel, stationery, etc.” Ho, however, takes a 
grouud which neither Ald, Fio.t nor 1 have 
maintained, viz tha’ the Assessors heretofore 
appointed are not *xood Assessors.” We fird 
fault with the sysfem, he with the individuals 
Here are his words :—‘' If the Coun il would 
adopt the principle of appointing Goop Asser- 
sors, and pay them a sofficient salary with the 
same understanding as Alderman Dickson says 
that the Assessment Commissioner is appoint- 
ed, viz. to remain in office of Assessors during 
the pleasure of the Council, and only so long as 
they did their duty, I am satiefied that their 
assessments [would] be made as eati+factory 
to the city as the Asseesmen} Commissioncrs 
would ever bo.” The first two italics are mine. 
Another part of his letter is to the samo effcct 
and <qually strong. Now this sentence asserts 
that the Council has not adopted ** the prin- 
ciple of appointing good Assessors.” And I 
would ask, how can any understandiag for re- 
appointment be come to, except the Assessors 
do their work satisfactorily ? 

Again, Mr, Diamond says that he is satistiod 
an Assessor cannot make the assessment of 
the whole city, preparo the rolls, give the 
notices which have all to be rerved on the 
person assessed personally or left upon the 
premises and attend the Court of Revision 
vithin the time specitied by law. Iam not 
only satistied of tho same thing but also that 
ono Assessor can do the work in less time than 
two or more, bevause, with the exveption of 
giving notices, notwo portions of the work 
canbe donc concurrently —the asicssmont must 
be |, e¢, ought to be—made jointly, the rolls 
must be prepared before the notices are given 
—they cannot be given before the Court of 
Revision—and when three are acting one or 
more may cause delay by absence or diffsr- 
ence of opinion.

appeared in the Globe of the 16th inat., 
shows that, in order to secure the vote of 
Mr, Lyon, tho fraud-momber for Algoma, 
the Ontario Government have determined 
4o postpone-the declaration of the result 
until the last possible moment :

No returns having been forwarded 
by the deputy returning officers rom Rainy Ri- 
ver, Fort Frances, and Algoma Mills, because 
of the failure to hold polls at those points, the 
retu officer had dotermined, in acoord. 
ance with tho statute, to communicate with 
the deputies at these points and ascertain from 
thom officially the whole circumstances before 
completing the return, and makiog his officlal 
declaration of the elections, As this will re- 
quire considerable time, the distance being 
about 800 miles, the official return will probably 
not be forwarded for some weeks, Meantime 
the result is understood to give Mr. Lyona 
majority of over a hundred, not including the 
votes polled at Fors Frances, which 
ye a majority of seventeon for Mr. Plummer, 
eithor of the candidates was represented by 
agente AV the Official count.”

If the) Widhipeg~ Times jis correctly in- 
formed, Mr. Mowat will not follow the 
advice of the Globe to continue his farcical 
““ocoupation ” of Rat Portage, The 'imes 
states that,the Algoma election being over, 
Mr, Mowat’aarmy of occupation is being 
gradually disbanded.

One Thousand Lives Lost, 


GREAT DESTRUCTION CAUSED BY EARTHQUAKES 
LN ASLA MINOR, 


ConsTANTINOPLS, Oot. 17,—It is reported 
that maoh damage to property and great loss 
of life is being caused by earthquakes on the 
peninsula between Ohesme, in Asia Minor, 
opposite the'ialand of Chios, and Warlo, on 
the southern «st of the Gulf of Smyrna. All 
tho villages in that region have been deatroy- 
ed, It is believed upwards of 1,000 persons 
perished Tho survivors aro suffering foarfal 
priyations, A complete panio prevails. 

ANOTHER ACO.UNT, 

ConsTANTINOPLE, Oot, 17. —Tuosday’s earth. 
quake was the mo.t severe in Anatolia, being 
pactioularly destructive on that portion of the 
coast which lies direotly east of the Island of 
Chios. All the villages bstween Chosmeh and 
Vaurla werd vompletely wreoked, and at 
least. two thousand pers ns bave lost their 
lives by being buried under the falling walle 
of their dwellings, An immense amount of 
property bas been destroyed, the value of 
which it is at present impossible to eatimato, 
Ohesmeh was badly damaged, but no lives 
were lost. At Smyrna the shook was quite 
severe, and a regular panio prevailed during 
the continuance of the vibrations, but tho 
damaye was alight. OUn the Island of Chios 
the shock was also severe, bat tho duration 
was short and little harm was done, Exactly 
how far the distarbanoe extended into the 
interior of Asla Minor is at present unkoown, 
but reperts from points lying to the eas: of 
Cheameh and south-east from Smyrna indicate 
$hat an extensive ares of country was affect 
ed.

WITH SIEMENS BROTHERS. 


New York, Oot. 17.—The Telegram pub. 
lishes the following cable, dated Paris to-day: 
“Mr. J. W. Mackay, aud Mr, James Gordon 
Bennett signed a contract on September 28th 
with Messrs. Siemens Brothers for two trans- 
atlantio cables, which are already in process 
of construction at the works of Mesars.

The first cable will 
be open to the public about June Ist and the 
second a few weeks lester,”

The Winnipeg Times of the 13th inst. 
says :—** Mr. Augus, Mr. Van Horne and 
Mr, Egan returned from the end of the 
track this morning. The track is now laid 
to s point 75 miles beyond Oalgary, at the 
foot of the Rocky Mountains, The weather 
was fine, and, late'in the season though it 
be, settlers were pouring in. The party 
made a close examination of the land weat 
of Moose Jaw. Except the Regina plains, 
which, Mr, Van Horne tays, contain the 
best wheat-growing landin North America, 
there is no better land in the Northwest 
than that between Moose Jaw and the 
Mountains.. There is no cactus land,as has 
been reported, but a plant resembling the 
cactus grows there. The same plant grew 
everywhere throughout the Western States 
in the early days,but disappeared when the 
land was oultivated. Ooal is found jn 
abundance between Medicine Hat and the 
Mountains ; beyond Oalgary itis anthra- 
cite, 

The report that the Company had aband- 
oned the Kicking Horse pass is utterly 
without foundation. Mr. Sanford Flem- 
ing pronounces it and the connecting pass 
through the Selkirk Range perfectly feas- 
ible ; and wonders how it was that his 
engineers did not discoyer them. 

Next year, the Company, having reached 
the slow work in the Mountains and on 
the Lake Superior section, will extend the 
existing branch lines and begin the con- 
struction of new ones. The Manitoba

OPENING OF THE TWENTIETH. ANNUAL SES- 
SION OF THE BROTHERHOOD, 


Burrato, N. Y., Oot. 17.—The epening 
exercises of the twentieth annual Oonyenr 
tion of tha International. Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers were publicly held in 
St. James’ Hall this morning. Much en+ 
thusiasm prevailed during the meeting. At 
the conclusion of the proceedings a formal 
adioprnmept.wardt“eort” dh tnd” weesion 
commenced with closed doors this after- 
noon, At this Oonvention every State and 
Territory is represented. In the course of 
his address Ohief Arthur said :—Labor 
needs unity in its ranks, honesty and in- 
telligence in its leaders, and wisdom in 
its councils. A great. mistake common 
among workingmen is to iimagine that all 
men who possess wealth are opposed to la 
bor, or that there is a secret combination 
of capitalista whose aim is to crush every 
effort made by the sons of toil to’ better 
their condition, but while it is trae there 
are monof wealth who are greedy and grasp 
ing,there are on the other hand men at the 
head of large and wealthy corporations who 
have always treated their help kindly and 
paid them well for their labor. There is no 
occasion for constant warfare between 
capital and labor, Both have rights that 
the otheris bound torespect. We havereach- 
ed such perfection that itis next to im- 
possible for a man to be carried on our rolls 
whose moral, social,and professional record 
{s not untarnished. The railroad managers 
know this, and instead of opposing tho 
Brotherhood as in the early days of its his- 
tory, now rely on it altogether to supply 
them sober, reliable, and skilful engineers, 
He detailed at length the objecta of the 
Brotherhood, the conditions of member- 
ship, provisions in case of sickness or injury 
and gaye an explicit statement of the finan- 
cial condition of the orgrnization, showing 
it to have a general fund of $60,000 which 
may be drawn upon in cases of emergency,

fhe introdaction of ashe :tos for sach pur- 
poses as engine packiog and jolating for pipos 
has been attended with conside able difficulty, 
Of all matorials, it fs perhaps that which ro. 
quires tho mos? carefal manafapture and in- 
telligence in adapting it to its special pur. 
poses ; and when theao hava not boon saffi- 
olently oxeroired, users hayo b son dissppoint- 
01, and have not uafrequently given up the 
trial: in disgast. As alecady stated, the 
P ouliarity iooldental to asbostos fibre for a 
oag time baffled all attsmpts to spia ibiatoa 
yarn without tho intermixture of a certain 
he phe of flax or other vogeable fibre, 

ithin the lait fow years, however, the diffi- 
oulty has been overcome, and yarns cap able of 
witistanding great tenrile stresses oan now 
be readily produced by machinery speolally 
constracted forthe purpose, Ono of the most 
imporjant applications of this yarn is for the 
manufacture of ateam papkings, In making 
packing, it was at first not acfliclontly rooog- 
nized that the tibre’ of asbestos were apt to 
be largely charged with minuwe particles of 
pyrites ; and until this fact was appreciated, 
it was often found that the piston rods were 
scored, the damage being attributed to the 
action of the asbestos itself, instead of to the 
impurities it oontalned. To obyiate this 
defect, it therefore booam» necessary to 
thoroughly cleanse the asbostos from all stone 
and grit before spinning, for which duty 
mach‘nery had to be adapted. The yarn now 
producod is qalto puro, aud is ospadle OF Delong 
woven iato almost any kind of fabric. But 
it was soon asc prtained that special caso re: 
quired special treatment, aud though the 
pleited psoking was generally satisfactory, it 
became evident thas somethiay.olac was want - 
od in the oase of steam ong!nes with oxtrenoly 
high piston speeds. To moot this demani,tho 
yaro was firat woven into a oloth, which, being 
slightly water proofed with vulc\nized India 
rabbor, was rolled up iato a ropo ia much the 
samo way ag the canyasis treated in what is 
known a3 Tuok’s packing, only without the 
rubber core, The psckiag ans vered admirably, 
and is muoh used in owes where tho destrao- 
tion of ordinary packing gave riso to most 
serious inconvenience. The enduring powors 
of this arbostos block pavin 
remarkable, In one placo, on being taken out 
after twelvo months’ workiaz with steam of 
70 pounds pressure, it was found t» bo per- 
fectly good, and was accordingly replaced. 


It has often been crroneously stated that as, 


bestos packing oconld be usod withont luou- 
bration. No greater m'stake oould exist. It 
not only requires a good supply of oil, but 
demands oarefal attention on the part of the 
enginosrinoharge If carofully myoufactured 
and properly usod, asbestos is the best mato- 
rial for packing the glands of steam engines; 
but if ignorantiy made up and oareloasly used 
it is probably the woret 

A great deal of yara is woven into cloth, 
and is adopted for a great variety of purposes, 
One noteworthy application is for tire-proof 
curtains, and eoveral of these haye been sup- 
plied by Mr, Boll for theatres in Great Brit, 
alin, the United States, and elsewhore. So 
important is this material considered in regard 
to the prevention of the spread of conflazra- 
tions tha} a company has boen formed in New 
York, with the sole object of extending its 
use in the shapo of protective shields, elthor 
permanent!y fixed or applied ia case ot sudden 
emergency. In relation to this spplication, a 
fire ahleld was recontly oxuibited at » moeting 
of the Firamen’s Conyention held at Roohos- 
ter, N,Y., aid attracted vory groat attention, 
The shield consistod of a piece of pure asbestos 
cloth about twenty feet square, and supported 
on anironframo, A pile of pine woo | satu- 
rated with petroleum and tar was built on the 
windward side of the curtain, and sot on fire, 
The blaze was tromondous, and tho heat so 
intense that persons couli not staod within 
fifty foot of the burning mass on tho oxposed 
side. On the side protsoted by tho sbiold, 
howevor, the hoat was soarocly felt, and a 
dummy erection of wood and glass which was 
placed close beside it, was not in any way in- 
jared. The eurtaiao, of course, did not suffer, 
and wasas gool after the exporimoat ay it was 
before. “

the iron of the bolts, and it way thoref re 
nooessary to doviso a combination whivh would 
offoctually roslet the hoat and damp Chia ie 
provided in what is known as asbortos aud 
India-rubbeor woven shooting, which Is mado 
in any thioknoss, aad Is are vloither in 
aheots to cut to the required shape, or ina 
tapo from one to two Inches wide, which oan 
be out to lengths and bent to olrole or oval 
without puckering. When all othor mat rials 
havo feiled to givo satisfaction, this has 
answered admirably, and in tho oase of man- 
hole and man-hole doors and food water 
pipes, the joint canbe brokon twonty times 
without requiring ronowal of tho strip 

Tho last application of the yarn which wo 
shall mention is tho manufacture of rope and 
cord, Having great tonsilo strongth, and 
boing unaffected by hoat and damp, thls ma- 
torlal is in course of introduoctlon for sash lines 
and for ropos of firo-osvapos. It ls also adopted 
for covering rollera in print works, osped elly 
whon aniline dyos aro usod, and {o casos when 
it ls exposed to groat hoat and to the action of 
hydroohlorio soll. Asbostos cord bas also boon 
found to be tho most offectual matorial for

Discourse by Rey. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage. 


The Demand of God and Oiviliza- 
tion. 


“And Hashai sald unto Absalom, The coun- 
sel that Ahithophel hath given is not good at 
this time,”—2 Samuel, xvii., 7. 


Ahithophel and Hushal were thorough pol- 
iticians. They were antagonistic, “They were 
as muoh opposed to each other in other times 
as Disraeli and Gledistone in modern times. 
What Ahithophel pr’posed Hushai opposed, 
Ahithophel eaid, ‘Jt must bedone in this 
way” Hushai sald, “It must bs done in the 
other way.”  Ahithophel had changed his 
politics, ani from being prime minister, in 
David’a cabinet ho bad beoomo a staff officer 
of Absalom, the onemy. ‘Aftor a while Ab- 
salom drops Ahithophel, and in his chagrin 
Abithophel goss out and commits suicide. 
Husbat surrendered the cause of Absalom and 
was féwarded forit. His son Baana became 
one of the officers of King Solomon ai a ro- 
ward. Political life thso, aw io all time, was 
very uncertain and full of timptation, It was 
up and down, and up anidown, There have 
beon in the world hundreds of political par- 
ties. They did their work, They lost their 

restigo...They expired. Their names are 
orgotten. In our own country we have'an 
Ahithophel and a Huehai in the two political 
partios which are now standing face to face, 
gottiog ready for a great n&tional contost,

mission and success: to other generations, I 
osnnot say. Koough to me this morning to 
declare what I believe God and civilization 
demand of the two political parties of the day, 
or their oxtermination.

CAREER OF THE BISHOP -BLEOT, 


The Very Rey. Maurice 8, Baldwin,D, D., 
M. A., Dean of Ohrist Ohuroh Oathedral, 
Montreal, and now Bishop elect of the 
diocese of Huron, was born in ‘lorouto, 
educated in Upper Canada College, and 
showing a desire for the ministry hoe enter- 
ed Trinity Oollege, Toronto, where he 
successfully graduated. He was ordained 
to the office of deacon in 1860, andin the 
following year to chat of priest by the Right 
Rev, Dr. Oronyn, late Bishop of Huron. 
Soon after his ordination he was appointed 
tirat assistant in the Episcopal Ohurch at 
St. Thomas, and from there was removed to 
Port Dover to take oharge of St, Paul’s 
Ohurch in that place. In 1865 he was 
appointed to the rectorship of St. Luke's 
Ohurch, Montreal, which he held till the 
year 1872, when he became asasistant at 
Obrist Ohurch Oathedral. In 1871 he 
received his ordination as canon, and in the 
following year was appointed to the 
rectorship of Obrist Ohuroh Oathedral, 
which position he has filled for eleven 
years. He stands high in the esteem 
of the people of Montreal, and holds a 
warm place in the heart of churchmen in 
that city. Last yesrhe was ordained a 
dean, and by Thursday's vote he attained 
the enviable ecclesiastical eminence of Bis- 
hop of Huron. Dr. Baldwin is no stranger 
to Western Ontario, where he will be 
warmly welcomed back to the diocese in 
which he faithfully labored in years past. 
Dr, Baldwin belongs to the Evangelical 
School, is possessed of great earnestness, 
and is a very eloquent and effective preach- 
or. His bearing is dignified, his features 
well defined and noble, but what is better 
he is possessed of indefatigable earnestness 
and perseverance both in and out of the 
pulpit. With his many excellent qualities 
his election to the Bishoprio of Huron will 
no doubt be acceptable to a large majority 
of the Episcopalians in the dlocese. The 
newly elected Bishop isa brother of the 
Rey. A. H. Baldwin, of All Saints’, To- 
ronto, and formerly curatein St. Thomas’ 
church in this city. 


The Women's Ohristian Temper- 
ance Union. 


Orrawa, Uct. 19.—The Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union Oonyention closed 
last night by Miss Wilard’s lecture in the 
Opera House. There was a large audience. 
Yesterday afternoon considerable business 
was transacted. Miss Willard suggested 
the formation of a UVominion Women's 
Ohristian Temperance Union with a consti- 
tution founded on those of Great Britain 
and the United States. She suggested that 
Mre, Ohisholm be authorized to confer with 
the President of the Quebec Union on the 
subject. She also urged that steps be taken 
to celebrate the 23d of December next, the 
anniversary of the commencement of the 
women’s crusade ten years ago. 

Among the numerous resolutions adopted 
were the following : That we urge system- 
atic work in temperance in our Sabbath 
schools ; that we extend ss much as possible 
throughout the Province the lecture work ; 
that our members be impressed with the 
importance of bestowing their inflaonce and 
patronage only upon those groceries 
where intoxicating drinks are not sold; 
that we will not use our energies -in 
any work which implies that the lloensing 
of the drink traflic in any form is ‘right, all 
past ettempte of the kind having proved 
futile ; let our motto be ‘no license ;’’ that 
we recognize the great necessity of educat- 
ing our boys to the importance of using the 
franchise as the power whereby the liquor 
traffic may be overthrown ; that our intlu- 
ence be exerted to banish intoxicating wine 
from the Communion table ; that we adopt 
and wear the white ribbon asthe badge of 
the Women’s Obristian Temperance Union. 

Mrs, Chisholm, Mra. Tilton, Mra, You- 
mans, Miss Orchard, Mrs. Brethour, Mrs. 
Dramell and Mrs, Andrews were appointed 
fraternal delegates to the National VYonven- 
tion of the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union of the United States, to be held in 
Detroit on October 3lst. It was decided 
that the covention meet in Hamilton next 
year. Ona vote of 13 to7 it was deolded 
to petition for total prohibition this year,

HOW QUEEN VICTORIA SPENDS HER TIME. 


London Truth in a recent Issue says :— 
‘If the day is fine the Queen’ drives to 
Frogmore in an open carriage, and there 
breakfasts {n the house, unless the weather 
{se very hot, when her Majesty takes the 
meal ina tent on the lawn, and reads her 
private letters and newspapers. The Queen 
never takes up 8 newrpaper that has not 
been previously perused by a lady in wait- 
ing, who marks all the passage which she 
thinks would interest her Majesty, who is 
supposed to look at nothing that {s not 
marked. Afterwards the Queen goes to 
another room or to another tent, . and pro- 
ceeds to the business of the day. There 
are seldom less than twenty and often 
more than thirty boxes to be gone through, 
and a groom is constantly riding between 
the Queenat Frogmore and Sir Henry 
Ponsonby at the castle. 

‘* After about three hours of incessant 
work her Majesty drives back to the castle 
with the boxes in the oarriage,and they are 
then carried up stairs on a tray and sorted 
and despatohed by Sir Henry Ponsonby. 
Then her Majesty lunches with Prinooss 
Beatrice, and any other members of her 
family who are at the castle; and unless 
there is any ceremony of state appointed for 
the day,they afterwards take a walk in the 
sunk garden or on the slopes, and later go 
our for a drive. Oo their return they retire 
for alittle necessary rest before preparing 
for dinner, whioh brings the day’s visitors, 

** The only part of the Queen's daily rou- 
tine which never varies is the morning 
work, which comes as regularly as that of 
any clerk in the city, and everything is 
done by Her Majesty with conscientious 
thoroughness, The Queen looks into every- 
thing herself, andthe public haye little 
idea of the prodigious number and variety 
of the subjects which oome before her for 
deolsion. It isan axiom, among all who 
have served the Qaeen, thet if they can 
only get their case looked into by her 
Majesty, strict justice in assured. At 
Windsor her life is more laborious than 
elsewhere, from the incessant visitors and 
ceremonies, and the impossibility of get- 
ting away from the pomp and pageantry 
of court. Thore is nothing which her 
Majesty so much dislikes at the castle as 
the innumerable sentries, who are every- 
where to be seen, and whose monotonous 
tramp neyer ceases slong the east terrace 
underneath the windows of the private 
apartmente. ‘

As so much is now being said about mo- 
nopoly and high prices in the cotton trade, 
it may be of interest now to corapare pres- 
ent with formor figures, We have thore- 
fore obtained, from the best sources, 
quotations of manufacturers’ prices for five 
cortain brands of grey cottons, at three 
different dates. The first is for the summer 
of 1878, under the old tariff; next wo take 
Soptember, 1883, before the Montreal 
agreement, and, lastly, the present time, 
with the agreement in force, The quotat« 
ions are given in cents and hundredths of a 
cent per yard. We do not give the name 
of the mill, whichis one of the largest in 
the country, and the letters used are not 
the real ones ; but the figures are true to a 
dot, and in each case width and quality 
remained unchanged. We can thus make 
exact comparison of present prices with 
those of five years ago; and for this very 
reason it is that the brands indicated are 
selocted.

In 1878 it was the custom to allow 74 per 
cent. off card rates, whereas now only net 
figures are quoted. The above figures for 
1878 are net figures, with the deduotion 
already made, so as to compare properly 
with those for the present year, ‘laking 
the five brands together we find this result, 
that while the present average is about half 
a cent a yard higher than before the Mon- 
treal agreement, it is still half a cent below 
the average of 1878. We fanoy that this 
showing will come rather unexpectedly 
upon the organs that have been raising the 
howl of high prices. —Canadian Manufac- 
turer.

From a Jail toa Fortune. 


THR REMARKABLE CAREER OF AN EX-CONVIOr 
WHO HAS GROWS KIC 


Honxspary, Pa., Ort 7.—Wayno Coun y, 
Pa,, hays charaotse with an oventfal history 
His namo is Goorge Avery, an | at presont he 
fs in oa9 ofthe Westera States. Io 1870, 
whon Avory was only 21 yours old, ho was 
ohargod with the murder of Joha Hayaos, of 
Rowlands, Pike county. Ho was arrostod, 
Pho evidence agsiost him was said to b» #0 
oonolasive that he could not escape hanging. 

While oo the way to Milford, where tho 
county prison was looated, in shargo of a 
doputy shoriff, the offiolal imbibed frooly and 
became holplessly drunk. Avory secured the 
mao’s keys, and, uolookiag his handouffs, ho 
placed thom ia the bottom of the Waggon ; ho 
took the reins from the official's hands aad 
drove to the nearest hotel, whore he arrived 
atalate hour. He put tho dranken man to 
bed, roused him tho next m orning, drove on 
to Milford, and aftor ho had put the d apu ty 
to bed at the hotel he walked up to the jail 
and delivered himself up to tho kooper, telling 
about his experience, 

Three months lator ho was tried for murder 
—and, in spite of oyerwholming proof agalost 
him, was acquitted. Tho day after ho was 
discharged from custody ho was arrostod, 
ohargod with burglary, convicted, and sent to 
State prison for 18 months, Ho served tho 
full torm, roading law during his confinement, 
When he left the Eastern Pe iitentiary at 
Philadelphia ho returned home, opened a law 
offive, and hal sevoral citizens a-rested who 
had tostitied azainst him whon ho was on trial 
for burglary, ohargiag thom with perj a’y. 
Failing to make out tho oase, he was sentsnced 
to py tho costs, 

e had no money, so he went to jail agalo, 
whero ho romaioed uatil his frionds could 
scrape up cnough money to got him out, Final- 
ly he became a freo man again, and roturned 
to his old home at Rowlands 

From tha} timos burglaries wore numerous 
about there, but thore was neyer «viience 
enough to oonviot Avery. A yoar or so later 
ho went to Ol City, where ho hung out his 
shingle asa lawyer. Olionts were numerous 
and fees woro large. Avory wai reaplog a 
goldea harvost, when he was convicted of for- 
ory and sent to the Western Penitentiary for 
four years and eloyen months. While there 
he fell in love with the daughter of ono of the 
prisoner-keepers, and sho offered to assist him 
to escape, but he refused to leave until his 
time was ont, At the end of the term he went 
back to Rowlands, soon afterwards professed 
religion, began preaching a littlo, swindled a 
neighbor out of $100, and was induced by the 
neighbor, who enforced his argument with a 
shotgun, to refand the money. 

Avery thea left for Luzsrae county, where 
ho got {ato diffioulty and was sent to the East- 
era Penitentiary for a short term, Upon hls 
release he stole enough money to take him to 
the mining rogions of the far West, where, un- 
der an assumed name, he opened a law office 
anid spe sulated in stocks, 

In 1852 he struck it rich, cleared $759,000, 
gave up stooke, invested his money in Govern- 
mont bonds, and sent for his fiancee, the prison 
koeper’s daughter, who joinad him in Chicago, 
where they were married. Avery is only 34 
yoara old. He never touched liquor, nover 

ambled nor used tobacco, and claims to have 

eon 4 victim of clroumstanoes. He writes to 
friends near here that he is leading an honest 
life, and that when he comes East it will be 
asa United States Senator from one of the 
Western States. 


An Bxtraordinary Battle 


A remarkable instsace (a correspondent 
writes) of the ferocity of bees under cartaio 
conditions has just been afforded. A oouple 
of days sinos the Topsham Horticultaral and 
Oottage Garden Society held its anaual cx- 
hibition at the Retreat, near Exoter. One of 
the tents was occupied by the Davon & Erxo- 
ter Beekeepers’ Association, and among its 
exhibits was one which excited a very great 
deal of interest, This was a case containing 
several thousaad dead drones,which had lost 
their lives io a sanguinary battle a couple of 
days previous, A well known apiarian was 
visiting a friend's house a day or two previ- 
ously, and on coming to one of the beehives 
it was found that thero waya great uproar 
inside, Close inspection showed the ground 
below the hive to be covered with several 
hundred dead drones, and hosts of them were 
still being brought to tho entrance an‘ bundl- 
ed out by the workers, genorally by being 
seized behind the head, dragged along t» the 
exit, where, os a kind of tarewell, a sting was 
given tothem, Examination of the slain re- 
vealed the fact that they had been severely 
handled—many were hea iless,othors had lost 
legs or wings or both, and all boré evilenos 
of rough usage. That the bees were very much 
the superio; force was shown by the fact that 
only about fifty of thom had fallen in tho fray 
—s remarkable disproportion to the number 
of the enemy alain. The battle raged from 
about 7 in the morning totho same hour in 
the evening, and then sssmeito ond only 
with the uttor aonthilation of the drones,—

Tac Greatest Iron Works in the 
Worild. 


From the London Daily News 

Herr Paul Deho has written a short account 
of the immease iron works of Krupp io Essen, 
Krupp’s works wore founded in 1810 In 
1855 the number of his workmen rose to 693, 
and soon afterward he felt obliged to build 
dwellings for them, Thonumber of his work. 
men in 1882 was 10,598 and the number of 
houses 3,208, in which live 16,200 souls. The 
houses contain from two to tive rooms, the 
rent running trom about $20 to $55 ao yoar. 
Ono successful oxporiment was a boarding 
house for 2% single men, and later for ‘500 
mon, proyiding dinner, with meat four times 
a wook ; suppor, coffee and butter ; the broad 
thoy must provide themselves. A large oo- 
vporative store, started by F. Krupp, "has 
dovoloped enormously, and monopolized by 
tho rotail trado of the district. Tho sick club 
has oxisted since 1856,and tn 1882 had 11,011 
mombors and a fand of $313,500. Sick oluba 
among tho workmen's families also oxist, 
Thore {s a sanitary committoo in the works, 

The works have had a fover hospita! since 
1871, an infirmary slnoo 1862, Tho formor 
was transferred to the town of Ewonin 1882 
for small pox caso), A disinfection house and 
apparatus hayo also boon instituted on Ditt- 
mars plan. Bathe wore put op noar the 
ontranoo of the works in 1874, Io 1876 a life 
insurance fuad was started, and has riro) to 
1,525 members, A high sohool, with 20 o ass 
rooms, and a private sohool, with sixteon 
rooms, aro among Horr Krupp’s foundations, 
and sinoo 1876 five technical schools have boon 
in eoxistonoo, in which olussos for womon in 
household work, oto., aro also hold, whioh 
aro now botter attended than at ftiret. Soo 
ondary schools, both ia Essen and Altondorf, 


nearby, are supported by tho firm, Work 
for diaablod mou and iavalida has boon Instl- 
tuted since 1876, such as broom making for 
tho cooperative storos, basket making, oto, 
in which widows and children are also om- 
ployed. In one wook week in Soptombor, 
1882 tho numbor of poopleo-—mon, women 


and ohildren—oonnocted with and dopendent 
on Krupp’s works was 65,381,

LOOK T0 YOUR WELL WATER. 


This is the seasou of the year when wells 
aro at their lowest, and whon any pollution 
of the little water which they contain may 
be expected to manifest itself in the usual 
way, pamely by causing typhoid fever in 
those who use it incautiously, It is ua- 
fortunately the fact that in Belleville the 
water supply is not only notoriously de- 
ficient in quantity, but of very questionable 
quality in many instances. Wo therefore, 
in the public ihterost, reproduce the fol- 
lowing timely article from a recent issue of 
the London Free Press :—‘‘ This year hes 
been noted for its opidemlcs of typhoid 
fever. Inthe New England States it has 
been fearfully prevalent, and it is a curious 
fact that in, so called health resorts, the 
disease has been far more fatal than in tho 
larger cities. Our despatches on Thursday 
told of aserious outbreak io Waterbury,

that in this city the publio water supply 
canbe kept free from all possible mosns 
Of contamination by sowaye.

A Terrible Slaughter. 


HORRIBLE BUTCHERY AT THE CAPTURE OF 
HUE—DYING AND WOUNDED MURDERED, 


Lonpon, October 19.— Pierre Lote, an 
officer of the Fronch expeditionary force in 
Tonquin, senda to the Paris Figaro the fol- 
lowing description of the fall of Hue;—The 
beaten Aunamites were cooped up in the 
burning village. The only road of escape 
from the flames ley under the guns of the 
fort, which was filled with sailors armed with 
Krapotchak repeating rifles with sights 
carefully adjusted to the distance, Maga- 
zines of rifles were duly loaded, and the 
mon looked on waiting until a flank move- 
ment of the othertroops and the firing of 
the bamboo huts should drive the human 
quarry out before them, We saw them 
halting at the end of the village with 
singed hair and garments, Then, after 
afew moments’ hesitation, tucking up 
their flowing robes as high se they 
could, and trying to protect their 
heads with planks against the impending 
shower of bullets, they rushed on. A 
great butchery then commenced, Two vol- 
leys were fired, It was quite a treat (e'etait 
un plaisir) to see these fanlike streams of 
bullets sweeping down the fugitives. They 


} were poured in twice in one minute at the 


word of command,and in a sure, methodical 
manner. It was like a jet from a hugh wa- 
tering pot, which mowed them down by doz- 
eos. In acloud of dust and gravol we could 
ave some who seemed to be driven mad, pick- 
ing themselves up, limping now one way 
pow another like wounded animals, Gath- 
ering up their robes in a comical manner, 
their long hair unfastened and stream- 
ing down their backs, made them look 
like women. Others tried to escape 
Ly swimmiog a lagoon to try to reach 
the junks. They were killed in the 
water, Some good divers remained a 
long time under water. Our men continued 
to kill them all the same when they came 
up to breathe like seals. The men then 
amused themeelyes counting the dead—tifty 
on the left, elghty to theright. In .the 
village were small heaps. With those killed 
in the southern forts, about eight hundred 
or a thousand must have boon disposed of. 
the sailors made bets as tothe numbers 
destroyed. About nine in the morning all 
was over, andthe rout of the Annamites 
was complete, The heat was intense, and 
the sailors, maddeved by the sun and the 
noise, and quivering with excitement, 
rushed outof the fort after the wounded. 
Some were orouching in holes, others 
were feigning death, while others at the 
last gasp were stretching out their 
hands pleading for mercy and shouting, 
“Han, Han!” in heartrending accents, 
Our men slaughtered them with bayonets 
or brained them with the butt ende of their 
muskets. Tho Annamite servants, dimin- 
utive cHeminate lads, who had followed 
the infantry from Saigon, were hunted 
out. When one of the fugutives was 
unearthed the sailors would call out, 
“* Hore’s another. Ovome give him le’ang, 
le'ang.” The sailors were quite unre- 
cognizable, They were absolutely mad 
men. The officers attempted to restrain 
them and said tothem : ‘* You ought to be 
ashamed of such cowardly, dirty work.” 
They replied: ** The Annamites are sav< 
ages. They carried the head of Oaptain 
Riviere on the top of a pole, and if they 
carried the day they would cut the Frenoh 
to pieces or saw them within two planks,” 
There was no reply possible to this—it was 
true, and so they were left to their grim 
work,

Mr. Wilkins 
is woll known to many residents of this city 
and bas traversed a largo portion of the 
Northwest Torritorios, [n tho summor of 
1870 he was sont out by tho Dominion 
Governmont, on an exploring expedition, 
He travelled over a great part of the coun- 
try north of the Sonth Saskatohowan, 5 
also north,and northwest of Edmonton and 
Battleford,orossing the Salt and Phoasant 
plains, Tho journey from Winnipeg was 
made in carts—leaying in May and return- 
ing in tho latter part of November of the 
same year. In 1881 Mr, Wilkins was en- 
gaged sub-dividing in tho Souris district, 
and met with every success, a fact which 
must be attributed to hisexoollent qualifi- 
cations asa surveyor, aud the manner in 
which he treats those undor his superyision. 
The summer of 1882 found him blooking 
weat of Moose Jaw in the Dirt and Cactus 
Hill, (the latter so called on account of a 
plant called the cactus being found there) 
and along the south aide of the Saskatche- 
wau river as far west as the junction of the 
Red Deer rivers. 

A Times reporter meeting Mr, Wilkins 
last evening requested an account of his 
latest trip, which was courteously complied 
with. 

‘ Where have you been engaged survey- 
ing during the past summer?’ asked the 
reporter. 

* Between ranges six and ointecen west 
of the third principal meridian, and just 
north of the Saskatchewan, Ihave also 
been working in the vicinity of the Saska 
toon and the Temperance colonization com- 
pany.’ 

* Have you had a good season for work- 
ing and how many miles have you surveyed? 

*L have never seen a more favorable 
season for surveyors than the one just 
closed. We had afew days rain during 
the months of June and July, We have 
run about five hundred miles of line this 
summer.’ 

* What is the greatest number of miles 
of line run by a surveyor in this country |” 

* Seven hundred and twenty, I think, 
whioh was run by Mr. Pierce in 1880.’ 

* What is the soil like where you have 
been ?’ 

“The soil is excellent, take it in all, being 
composed of a sandy loam with clay sub- 
soul, In some places there is very heavy 
clay, while in other parte the soil is some- 
what sandy. [consider this sandy loam 
the richest soll there Is, as {tis warm in 
spring time, thus giving root to the crops, 
besides always being the best for grain to 
ripen.

AT THE BATAVIA INSTITUTE O¥ THE BLIND, 


Baravia,N. Y., Oot, 22.— Another pupil 
in the State Institute for the Blind has 
beon attacked with diphtheria, making the 
fourth that has been taken down since 
Friday, when Howard Parsons, the boy 
who died yesterday, was prostrated with 
the disease. The trustees decided to send 
the well pupils, 136 in number, to their 
various parts of the State. Dr. Townsend 
says the diseaseis of a most malignant 
character, and the lives of all the pupils 
would be endangered if allowed to remain 
in the bullding. The recovery of the sick 
is considered doubtful. The breaking out 
of the disease is ascribed to defective 
sewerage, though the buildings are com-

A short disoussion on Promotion examina- 
tions followed, | Tho opinion of \the , Assoolc- 
tion was that these oxamiaations have boon 
Ro luotive of much good. The prinoipal point 

isoussed was the difficulty of toschiag Cans: 
dian history, in addition to the othor subjects, 
especially in the rural svhools, Ip large raral 
sobools it is almost impossible to give this im- 
portant subject the attention it requires. It 
was decided that the subjeot “be not made 
compulsory at the noxt oxamluation, 

Tho Treasurer was instructed to order a 
oopy Of the minutes of the Provinolal Assoola 
tion for every momber of this Association. 

Tho afternoon session was devoted to prac- 
tioal work and partook of theuature of an lasti- 
tute meoting. Classes were supplied from the 
Model School, and the actual work of teaching 
fally illustrated, 

The firat sabjoot was Primary Roading, and 

Was deal with by Miss Wootton. A primary 
lesson was astually given, the object of whioh 
was toillastrate the intellsctusl or word 
method. After sseinga lesson of this kind 
taught, we are tempted to wondor how we ever 
made any progross undor the old system of the 
alphabet aad the strap, 
Misa /o268 then took up the important sub- 
ject, th> Statement and Qaestion to primary 
classes. The leston was intended to show tho 
necessity of teaching reading by mipans of full 
statements and questions. The objoot of this 
method is to tesoh expressive reading ; to {n- 
oroae the power of ' the eye, by forcing it to 
take in « number of words at a glance, and in- 
directly to teach composition. 

Thenext subject was exceedingly interest- 
ing, and was also dealt with by Miss Jones. A 
large class was placed onthe floor and put 
through ' 4 set of Valisthenic exercises. Tho 
pupils were drilled in movements adapted to 
the exersise of every muscle, intervals of reat 
being ocoupled by singing. Migs Jones suc- 
ceededin showlng to the satisfaction of the 
Convention the absolute nocessity of exercises 
of this kind The publication ofa book of 
instructions upon this subject scems to be 
badly needed. 

The next subject was Geography by Miss 
McDermid, who taught an exoslléat loason on 
the rivers of Europe. The subject was illus- 


trated bya sketoh of Ea on the blackboard, 
and the aotuel course of the rivers thus clearly 
shown, 


Mr. W. Moore then showed his inethod of 
teaching analysts to a junior class, His time 
was prioolpally taken up with the moditica- 
tions of the subject, and the lesson was pra>- 
Seay illustrated to a close, upon the black 

oard, 

The last subject upon the’ atternoon pro- 
grammo was that of word building, and was 
heated by Mr, Grimmett. It oonsisted of a 
through explanation of the phonio methods 
of teaching readings intended ass continuation 
of the word method. Mr, Grimmott exhaus- 
od the subject, and was listened so with close 
attention. 

In the eveniag a gen*ral discussion upon 
the methods illustrated during the afternoon 
was led by Mr, Mackintosh and was generally 
participated in 

PRIDAY. 


After routine business, Mr. W. Clark, Head 
Master of the Model School, addressed the 
Convention upon the subject of Composition 
to junior olasses, Mr, Olark inalsted on the 
necessity of beginning to teach Vomposition, 
orally, to very young pupils, in fact the sub- 
ject should be taught, indirectly, from the 
first, Assoon as pupils can frame a sen- 
tence, they should be required! to write it 
down, other writtea composition is begun 
without delay. 

In the absence of Professor Wright, of Belle- 
ville, who was to haye addressed the Conven- 
tion upon the subject of High School entrance 
examinations, Mr, Mackintosh took up Pen- 
manship, He found some fault with the 
penmanship exhibited in many of the schools, 
attributing much of the failure to, a slavish 
dependence on copy books. Under the method 
which Mr. Mackintosh illustrated, headline 
copy books would not be needed, in moat of 
the classes of a rural school. 

The morning session was closed by a short 
pithy andress on Geography, by Mr. Boyle, 
who dealt with the teaching of the subjs0t 
in a general way, and dwprecated boginn ng 
with Mathomatioal Geography, which ls the 
course pursued in our sohool geographies, 

The afternoon scesion took tho form of a 
public meeting, and there were present, bo- 
sides afall attendance of teachers, a large 
number of trustees from various parts of the 
Inspectorats, A.F,Wooi Eeq., M.P.P., pre- 
sided, and in his opsning address expressed his 
great intorost in the question they wore thore 
to disouss, viz the introduction of a new set 
of readers. He had given the subject some 
consideration and hoped that the meoting 
would make a definite oh sive of one set only. 

The Chairman thon oalled upon the Com 
mitteo appointed to oxamine the different 
sorios to provwnt their report. This was done 
by Mr. Morton, who moved [the adoption of 
tho report, seconded by Mr. Grimmott. After 
this the Ohairman called upon Mr. Boyle, who 
roprosented the Canada Pablishing Co., to ad: 
dross the mootlog. This ho did at some 
length, advocating the merits of tho Royal 
Canadian Readers, which, though not yet 
sanotivaed by the dopartmont, would, ho bo- 
Heved, receive authorization upon the retarn 
of the Mioister. Mr, Campbell then spoke on 
bohalf of tho Royal Boadors, (James Camp: 
boll & Son), after which tho disoasaion bo 
oame gonoral Tho gonoral feeliag of the 
mooting soomed to bo that the Gage books 
woro unfit for use ia the schools and that the 
Royal Roaders, though a good sories, wore not 
so woll adapted for our schools as the Royal 
Canadian ‘oadors. 

Tho report of tho Committee, which is g.ven 
sorlatim, bolow, was carrlod unanimously, 
Tho Chairman oxprosso!l h'a satisfaction at 
tho dooision, 

Tho Seoretary was thon instructor to sond 
a oopy of tho roport to tho Ministor of E luca 
tion, aftor whioh tho convention adjournot.

Tho rojoicings of the Grit press over the 
unseating of Sir John A, Macdonald in

And 
now it turns out that, whilst condemning, 
with the strovgeat condemnation, the cor- 
rupting of the eleotorate—by his political 
opponents—this wolf in sheep's clothing 
has been ocoupying a seat in Parlisment 
which was procured for him by corrapt 
means,the extent of which he concealed by 
throwing up the sponge ; and, although 
the court acquitted him of persoval partici: 
pation in the corruption which seoured his 
election, it was only because the Judge, 
owing: toa conftict of testimony between 
Mr. Ross and one of his supporters as to 
the ial bribery alleged, gave the de- 
feridant the benefit of the doubt, Thus 
this eminent purist has not been fully 
cleared of tho charge. The verdict was 
simply, in effect, the Scotch verdict ‘‘ not 
proyen.” ‘Truly it was anarrow eseape for 
so blatant a humbug,and great must be the 
rejoicing of the Grit prees that matters are 
not worse than they are, bad enough 
thongh they be. Had so shining an ex- 
ple of Grit purity been sent to join 
Cushing, Jodoin, Walker, Hughes, 
Barber and Neelon, equally good Grits, 
tpon whom the courts had put the stamp of 
disqualification, where would the loud- 
mouthed ‘vaunters of their party's purity 
have turned for comfort?

AN INOONSISTENT POSITION.

Fhe Deseronto Tribune, which began its 
existence some three or four weeks ago as 
® professedly independent journal, has, in 
two of its issues, shown a strong leaning 
towarda Gritism. Its mode of procedure is, 
by Inoulsating the idea that the increase 
made in the tariff by the present Govern- 
ment, although it has proved beneficial, has 
fulfilled its purpose, arid therefore that the 
rate of duty on goods of foreign production 
or manufacture ought to be lowered, in 
order to reduce the cost of liying.

It fs, therefore, noither 
necessary nor desirable to interfore with a 
tariff whloh has worked so woll ; which has 
brought millions of dollars of foreign capl- 
tal into Canada for lovestment in manu- 
factures and other induatrios whioh glve 
employment to our people at good wages; 
which has given steady omploymont and 
increased pay to tho working mon of tho 
country ; whioh has: vastly onlarged the 
manufacturing and mining industries of the 
country ; which has not tnvreased tho cost 
of such of the necessaries of life as havo to 
be imported from other ocountries ; and 
which has caused the substitution of Oana- 
dian for toreign manufactures of many 
kinds, without increasing the cost of the 
samo, 

Tho Government have not, as the 7'ri- 
bune apparently thinks, been neglectful of 
tho desirability of reducing tho taxation of 
the pooplo, which we may inform it, is now 
considerably lower, per head of the popu- 
lation, than before their advent to power. 
Wituess thoir abolition of the duties on 
teas and coffees, the imposts on which, those 
being articles that cannot be produced in 
this country—against whioh there can be 
no home competition—were in reality a tax 
upon the people. Such is the general policy 
of the Government, nawely o tariff that 
will produco revenue sufficient for the re- 
quirements of the country, which will dis- 
oriminate in favor of such articles as oan be 
manufactured or produced in Oanada, and 
which will admit raw materials froo or at a 
very low rate of duty, and protect Oana- 
dian workmen by allowing articles which 
cannot be produced in our own country to 
enter free. 

‘Oar contemporary’s position—which we 
would fain attribute to lack of careful con- 
sideration of the subject in all its bearings 
rather than to an underhanded violation of 
its professed neutrality—is inconsistent, in 
fact wholly untenable. If the Tribune 
favora the old tariff of 1878 or something 
similar, let it say so. It;cannot longer, if 
really independent politically, ondeavor to 
play the game of the free-traders in the 
way in which it has been doing, and he 
considered neutral in politios.

If it wants as oxam- 
ple of that sort ofa ruler, let it turn tw 
Mr. Mowat, who manages, by gerry mandev- 
ing, to retain office as Premier of Ontario, 
despite the fact that a majority of the elec- 
tors of the Province voted aysinst his Gov- 
ernment in February last.

MBSTING OF THE ONTARIO MANUFAOTORSKS 
} ASSOCIATION, 


The annual mooting of the Ontario Manu- 
| facturers' and Industrial Association was 
| held at the Roastn house, Toronto, on the 

24th. Tho chair was oooupied by Mr. R. 
MoKechnie of Dandas,presidont of the as- 
soolation. Mr. A. W. Wright,the aeoretary, 
road his annual report, touching factory 
legislation, tariff changes and showing the 
growth of the association, Tho finanoos of 
the association were reported hoalthy. Pro 
aident MoKeohnie addroasod the mooting 
briefly on the relative morits of froo trade 
and protection. Hoe anid ho was glad to be 
able to bear testimony to the prosperity 
which manufacturers wore enjoying, and to 
add his endorsation of what thesecrotary had 
said of the excellence of the goods which 
were being produced. The question of 
whother or not we areto havoa recip- 
rocity treaty with the United States was 
more than likely to bea live question ere 
long. . For although prior to the adoption 
of the national policy the Amorioans cared 
nothing for such a treaty, having almost 
froo acoeas to oar markets without it, quite 
a change was noticeable since the adoption 
of that polloy. For onehe very much 
doubted the advantage of such a treaty for 
Canado, for it was more than doubtful if 
its negotiation would not prove fatal to the 
development of Oanadian industry, if need- 
ed our present industries would not materi- 
ally suffer under it, It was, he thought, 
something more than doubtful if free trade 
between Canada and the United States 
would ba for the beneht of Oanada, The 
words, *' free trade” were rapidly losing 
their power to charm, and it was becoming 
protty generally understood that each 
country must adopt a trade policy suited 
to its own peculiar circumstances, Even 
in Great Britain the question of free trade 
was getting to be more and more discussed, 
and the wisdom of *' free trade” was not so 
implicitly and generally taken for granted 
as formerly.

Uader such dofamstions es that Thomrs 
Jofforsoun wontinto offiov, My father told 
mo that whoa Androw Jajkion way running 
for President of the United Statos the whole 
land was flooded with ooffia handbills, plotares 
of six dead mon ia allusion to the six desort- 
ors whom Androw Jaokeon had shot, and all 
the pictorials of those timos represented Jaxk- 
son as taking his offica’ from. the hand of the 
dovil, L[eaw afow summers ago at Patin 
Bay, Ohlo, in a maroum a prom!nent paper of 
1844 which epoke of Honry Olay aya gamblir, 
# libertine and a murderer; and the manner 
in which ho was defamed ani tho ontrazes 
whioh wers heaped upoa him may be well 
guessod from Mr. Olsy’s oulogy of hiv native 
Stato, Kontuoky He said: “ Whoa I 
soomod to bo asiailed by all the rest of the 
world, she interposed her broad and impen- 
otrable shield, repelled ths polsoned. shafts 
that wore simod for my dostracilon, and vin 
dicted my gocl name from overy ms!/gaant 
and uofouaded asperation.” 

On the same ticket with Hoary Clay rau 
Theodore Frelinghaysen, whom thoy called 
allupand down tho'land—his antagonists 
catled—a vinegar faced Presbyterian, when 
nover s more genial man lived than Theodore 
Frelinghuysen.

him Lincoln; ‘the filshy joker,” “‘she whole- 
sale butcher,” ‘ the buffoon,” ‘the gorilla of 
the Whits House,” were some of she milder 
names they attached to him. The other names 
I may nosrépsat, All thesé mon “gotie ‘into 
history honored and radiant, yet defamed end 
defamed all through life. Who has forgotten 
that some of those who lameited and wept 
loudest for Garfield’s death, filling: the land 
with thelr grief and making mighty eulogitim 
after hs was dead, were the very méan who 
wrote £326" on his doorstep!

EXPERIMENTAL FARMING, 


., The following, from the Oalgary Herald, 
showa that the Pacific Railway Company 
have full faith in the North-West, and that

allycommended: “The 0. P.R. Land 
Department have bebom¢ alive té the im- 
portance of having some of the lands in the 
mile belt broken ready for next year’s 
seeding.

at, and fifty more teams are advertised 
for. The Oompaay have lately purchased 
thirty-six John Dere ploughs for the work, 
Their intention is to thoroughly test the 
lands, so that settlers coming in may see 
for themselves what the country will pro- 
ducé. This is 4 move which will commend 
iteelf to all. who have passed through on the 
line, as the strotoh of prairie as far as the 
eyecan reach, unenlivened by a single 
house or cultivated farm, becomes dreary 
in the extreme, and we do not wonder that 
many, without any farther knowledge of 
thecountry, haye become disheartened, 
and in some cases haye retraced their steps. 
We understand, further, that the Oompany 
inténd'placng these improved lands with 
the crops upon them, in the market, and 
thus the rough pioneer life may be avoided 
by shone willing to purchase improved 
lands.”

your memorialists judge that the polloe 
force is not in as efficient a condition as it 
should be for the proper preservation of 
the peace of the clty and the proper detec- 
tion and punishment of orime, 

7. That if your momorialists had control 
of the number of men to be employed and 
the salaries to be paid, they could insist on 
the police commisaloners either putting the 
force in a more effective condition for the 
purposes sforesaid,or reducing the expendi- 
ture of the force to an amount which would 
be, in the opinion of your momorialists, in 
proportion with its efficionsy and usoful- 
ness. 

8. That the re-enactment of the section 
of the act tirat above mentioned would, as 
your memorialista believe, be conducive to 
the best interests of municipal police forces, 
by making the members of the forces feel 
that they ere responsible to the ratepayers 
for the proper discharge of their duties,and 
not entirely independent of them and their 
representatives in the municipal oounoils, 
while on the other hand your memorialists 
feel assured that no council would reduce 
the expenditure to an amount below which 
would be required to efficiently maintain 
such # force as would be necessary for the 
proper protection of the ratepayers. 

Your memorialists therefore pray that 
your honorable body may, at ita present 
session, pass an act giving to municipal 
councils power to pass By-laws to regulate 
the number of men to be employed by the 
police commissioners on police forces, and 
the amount of salaries and other expendi- 
tares {n connection with such police forces, 
and that the muniolpal act may be amended 
for such purpose. 

And your memorialists will ever pray. 

Copies of the-above document have been 
addressed to other municipal Corporations, 
asking them to take concerted action with 
the same object in view. It is to be hoped 
thatthe local Uouncil will endorse the 
petition, and so endeavor to secure some 
control of the police foros.

The‘ Missing Link,” 


NOME FACTS OCONOCKERSING THE OMEMEER DRANCIL 
OF THE MIDLAND RAILWAY, 
(From the Pelerhorou jh Review.) 

The Mitlsnd Railway has boon more suo- 
oosafal with its railway syatom than Prot, Dar- 
Wio was with his theories, Thoo ompany hea 
found the ‘' Missing Liak” and make tho 
connottion. Thoy cid not do it, howavor, 
without troubls. Is was ossy to discover 
where the “Link” was needed, but to place lt 
in was nooasy task, They surmounte! tho 
difficultion, Tho railf have as wo proviously 
anaoounoed, boa laid from /horo to Omem»o, 
and tho work of ballasting is being pushed on 
with vigor, oaly about four milos romaining to 
be completed, so that the line will soon be 
opon for traffic 

Almost the whole line, the oxact longth of 
whioh 13.86 milos, is mado uo of cats, filliag, 
and bridges, Th» oontrastor, Me H.J. Boomer, 
of Montreal, found it» diffisalt contract to 
oarry out, but he did hls work well. 

Tho line was looated in January, 1592, by 
Mr. A) L.\ Hogg. On the 14th February tho 
contractor commonoed wo-k with\a fotos of 
125 men, but this number was soon after in- 
creared, ond asmeay as6)0 mon were om- 
ployed on th» contract at one tlm », the avorago 
bolog about 375, Mr, T. Powors, of Threo 
Rivers, was tho foremsn and was an effiolent 
one, Mr, W, R, Ru veell, of Toronto, a young 
and ospsble cnginesr, who formerly resided 
io Keone, wae tho resident engiaver and super. 
{atended the work on behalf of the Midland, 

Tfono shoull take a trip over thid Ine ty 
view it | partioalarly—aod if they did ed io 
company with Mr, Russell they would fiad it to 
thoiradvantange in learolog iaterssting facts 
regarding tho road—thsy only go afew yards 
until thoy would come to the first cxtting, a 
small onevesrtho Protestant Homo, aid a 
few yards furshor on they woul! reach ths 
first bridge, over the crook Tne bridge is 
112 feot long. Oa Me, Bortram’s farm there 
is anothor amall bridge, 64 foot loag, aad at 
Mr. A, Cox's a bridge 80 foot in length 

About three miles from the town ‘a oanel 
would be noticed od the: south ids of tho 
track. It was opnstraoted to divert thaoreck 
from its natacal bed, which lel it across ths 
line fourteco times, Tho oaual, which rans 
through tho swamp ia which Lily Late is 
situated, is {n different sections, but its tobal 
length fs about a mile and a ha‘f, and itis 24 
feot wide at the bo\tim, with an” average 
depth of five foot. The canal was dug prin- 
oipally through heavy clay,and iu some places 
qufcksand was found, so that it wasin keep- 
log with the other works on the line—diffioult 
to constract. The story of one man, which 
relates how he sank iato ths quicksand and 
had to go to the shanty to get a long-handlod 
shovel t> dig* himself out, one oso be- 
lieve or not ae he seas fit, Lt was in this 
samo swamp thatthe Midland had the troubls 
with the sink hols, the track having sunk out 
of sight after it waslsid, The holes having 
boen filled, howoyer, the construction 
train is now running over it dally, A little 
farther on another small bridge, 29 foot ia 
length, is crossed. 


Passing on through emall cuttlogs, over 
fillings and through fields, one of the chiof 
points of interest iv soon reached. It is the 
exosvation known as Tully’s out and the 
bridges orexted there. Theout is 1,300 feet 
long and at the deepest point the walls of 
earth loom up 52 feet, Work was oommonced 
on this out on the 14h of February, 1852,and 
was cont'nued aatil the 12th of September, 
1858, The earth waa the hardest of olay, and 
every yard had to bs removed with powder or 
dynamite, An immense ‘steam shovel was 
used in the work of exosvation, and at one 
time as many a3 175 man were employed at 
this point. From the hill 123,000 cabio yards 
were removed and utilized in filliag the valley 
east of it. There are several emall stresms of 
water in the out, where the earth's arteries 
wore severed, and its life blood triokles dowa 
the banks and runs along the track. Across 
the valloya bridge 672 feet long was oonstract- 
ed, Mearrs. Boyd & Nicholls being the con- 
tractors, The bridzo is 42 feet high at the 
highest point and tho p!lés were driven 38 feet 
into the earth, 


On the other side of this ont, across the 
boundary, Mr, Wm. Best has given land on 
which a station will be built. A storehouse will 
be ereoted there for the purpose of storing and 
shipping graia. Further on, about eight miles 
from Peterborough, the highest point on the 
line is reached. fe is in a small outtiog, from 
which 32,000 yards of earth was removed, and 
tho road bed thore is 300 feet higher than the 
loyel of the water at Peterborough,and 175 foot 
higher than Omomes, 

he next point of interest is the cat and 
immense bridge at Douboe’s. The outtiag at 
this plac» is 1,500 feet long and 50 feet deep, 
and from it 104,000 yards of earth was ramov- 
ed, A second steam oxcayator was used at this 
cutting A wide and high bank of earth ex- 
tenda inte the valley, andthe remaining dis- 
trnoe is spanned by a bridge 1,300 feet lony 
and, at the highost polat, 74 feet high. From 
the top of the immense structure one oan look 
down onthe tops of the trees in tho small 
swamp bolow, bis valley extends for miles, 
and rans down to Mud Lake, Tho bridge was 
also built by Messrs, Boyd & Nicholls, who 
did their work well, The timber !s set on a 
ooncrete foundation, four feet of comoat and 
gravel. 800,000 foot of timbor was used in 
building this structure,and 14 tons of wrought 
iron, and four tons of oast, A large portion of 
the iron was purchased from Mossre John 
Whyte & Co, Tho timber was out by a port: 
able saw mill at Garden Hill, and four months 
was tho time consumed in building the bridge, 
It was built on the plan of the Canada South- 
ern bridges, an‘ is a substantial structure. It 
has been tested by trains passing over it, 
and found to besafe and solid. At tho ond 
of this bridge there is another high bank, the 
matoria\ for which ways taken out of a cutting 
through Mr, Shorlo’s farm, from whioh 45,000 
yards of sarth word rémoved, Thore ina 
bridge over this outting, which Mr. Sherio 
has toorcssin going from his house to his 
barns, 

About threo miles on this side of Omomeo, 
the longest outting on the line {is passed 
through, Ib is 2,300 feet in longth, but it is 
not deop and 30,000 yards of oarth was takon 
oubtofit. As QOmomoo is reached, the only 
level pleco of work on tho road is passed ovor, 
and !t is only half a mile in length. Tho last 
bridge, a Howe truse bridgo 80 foot in longth, 
orossos Pigeon ordek at Omomoo, 

On this fourteen milo line 620,000 oublo 
yards of oprth was moved trom the outtings 
Tho aggrogate longth of the bridges is 2,22: 
foot. In addition tothis 32 oulverts were 
constructed, besides oattlo passes, overhead 
orosaloga, &o. Tho bridges have all boon 
tried by hoavy trains passing ovor thom, and 
havo boon found to stand the teat admirably. 

This was tho most diffioult plooo of railway 
construction In Canada, oxoopt tho Rooky 
Mountain division. of the Canadian Paoltlo, 
and the Summit diyision of tho Intercolonial. 
In addition to the natural obstructions on 
countered the work was dolayod by wet woa- 
thor, and by the soaralty of laborers. The 
othor large public works lo close proximity to 
thie—the Tront Navigation worke, the Murray 
Canal, tho Ontario and Queboo Ratlway, and 
tho Contral Ontario Ratlway—all untted in 
making lively compotition for labor. If it 
had not boon for the Italian laborors {mported 
frou Now York by Mr. Boomor, It wotild be

27,—Chief Justioo Spraggo, 
Justices Osler, Morrison and Burton presided 
io the Court of Appeal this morning,to deliver 
jadyment in the Wert Simooe olcc ion appeal 
oase, The Chief Justice decided that thedoing 
of a corrupt act by an agent, irrespective of 
intention, was sufticient to inyalidate the oleo- 
tion.

the keeping open of a hotel by a supporter of 
the candidate (Mr, Pholps), withia the 
precincts cof a polling subdivision, was 
ao act dono for the bonolit of the hotel keep- 
er.

Although ton yoars bofore the death of Sir 
Waltor Ssott thd value of sho ting ground hal 
boon inoroasing yoar by yoar, tho most #an 
guine of Highland leirds oan never haye antl- 
olpstod that rents would riso to. the prosont 
oxtravagant rates. Too shootings of Glon- 
moriston were let i. 1835 at £100 a year, aad 
at tho prosont timo they aro worth £3,500, 
Cho sporting reatal at Glen Urqubart. has 
incroased from £100in 1835 to £3,000; and 
in every part of the Highiands moora have 
risou twenty and thirty timesin value I[n- 
dood, even within twonty years ronts, la 
many districts, bave trobled and, quadrupled 
The sporting rental of the county of Invernoss 
has more than doubled in twelve yoars, and 
now exoseds £100,000 

Tho cnormous inoroase ia the «number of 
moneyed mon hag brought a new host of eager 
“‘olferers”’ into the market, and if it bocomes 
the fashion for woslthy Amotioans to rent 
vast tracts for sporting purposes, it te difficult 
to say where tho riso willatop. Mr. Winans, 
by the simple process of outbidding all oom- 
potitors, has turned nearly 250,000 acre: in 
Ross and Inverness “into a deor forest, for 
which he pays a rent of £17,000 a yoar, 

A man who proposes to hire a Scotch shoot: 
ing mast first make up his mind as to the 
amoudt which he oau afford to lay out on his 
amussment. Io addition to ths rent asked 
forthe groaad, kespors, gillios, wad ** public 
bardeny’ will probably have to bo paid by the 
tenant, It is ostimated that oach braoo of 
Brouse costs tho tenant of a shooting at least 
one pound; bat duriag tho present disap. 
poloting season an? tenant who has relied on 
bhis calculation must havo baen seriously dis- 
appointed, It is the usial ovstom for faotora 
and agents to ask 9 ront calculated on the bag 
of the previous you~, but an *! offaror” should 
carefally examine the game book for sovaral 
preceding seasons, and no bargain should be 
conoladed uatil the lodge aud moor have boen 
iaspooted by some compotent psracn uncon. 
neoted with the district. The oost of this per- 
sonal investigation will bs only a comparative 
trifls, and the bonsfits may bo considerabla. 

Tho trioks of poraons who have ‘‘ Tommie- 
begs” on their hands aro nomorous One {a 
to advertise a shooting with a condition that 
no more than 1,500 or 2,000 birds are to ba 
shot, when it is notorious that the ground 
does not contain one-tenth of the stipulated 
number. Another is to advertise a moor, 
with the sedaotiye announcement that, as it 
marches with tho noted forest of X, ‘‘ deor 
are frequently on the ground,” of which not 
more than so many stags and so many hind: 
are to be killed. Probably no staz has 
been shot ‘‘on the grounds” for yéara I+ 
is often stated thst the shooting is bound. 
ed by » ‘famous salmon stream,” and the 
offerer, taking the advertisement literally, 


conslades that the right “of fivhiag” gods” 


with the moor, and it is only when ho arrives 


ov, the ground tuat ho discovers that the river 


ia lot to somobody else, or oan aly be fished 
by a considerable extra payfhont. All these 
traps for the unwary and many othors oan oaly 
be escaped by rigorous inquiries on the spot, 
and no tenant is likely to rogret the outlay on 
suoh inyulries, A lodgo is frequently adver- 
tised as standing in a ‘‘yrass park,” which the 
unsophisticated reader avsumos to bo anslogo 18 
to au English park ; bat in Ssotland it simply 
means a numberof ordinary tie'ds, separated 
sometimes by fenxes, bu more frequsatly by 
stone walls, In the same manner,a deer forsst 
does not resemble Wiadsor Great Park or the 
New Forest, but ia only a bleak district of hill 
aod moor from which the shoep have bem 
removed. To *‘forost’ a track of country 
means todriyo the sheep from it, in order 
that it may be entirely devoted to red doar, 
who would livein amity with thasheep, bat 
who strongly objoct to ths sight of the shep- 
herds and their dogs. A shooting is usually 
let from Jaly 1 to Nov. 1; but when partridge 
ahootiog beglos the moors become deserte1, 
aud there ia an exodus befora the end of Sap. 
tember. Hut of course soma tenants atay till 
the explration of their term, although thore 
can be fittts spor’ during tho last six weeke ; 
anda remote lodge, with a post threo times 
a wook, ls not a oheerfal loxation in late au- 
tumn. 

Renta vary from £100 uoward. A shooting 
of 10,000 acres in Absrdeonshiré, which wil! 
afford 800 brace of grouss, besides low groand 
game, and whioh has good fithing attached, 
lets at £1,000 a soason. Moy, in Laverneas- 
shire, on the rhores of Looh Daggan, lots as 
£400, although the bag is not mora than 200 
brace, but the lodge isone of the best in 
Scotland, The rent of a doer forest used to 
be caloulated at the rate of £25 for each stag 
killed, but now £50 would be noarer the 
mark, Black Mount, in Argyllshire, let by 
Lord Breadalbane to Lord Dudley at £5,000 
a year, has been sublet during th» last four 
seasons at £5,600. It extends over 80,900 
acres, and invariably ylelds a ‘‘ bag” of 100 
stags, but the groure shootingis poor, Ban 
Alder forest, in Iaveraew-ahire, extonds over 
30,000 acres, ani lets at £3,000 a yoar; last 
sesson §2 stags were shot, Ueaansoroc,in the 
aame oounty, extending over 30,000 acres and 
let at £2,700. yielded 60 stags. Rony Forest, 
Sutherland, let at £2,009, and oxtoadiag over 
60,000 acres; ylelded 93 atags Tho cheapest 
dear shooting was done by Sir Caarles Mor- 
dauntin Glonafeshire Forest, Inveraoss shire 
(60,000 acres), as his rentis £3,390, ani he 
killed 130 stags, all by fair stalkiny. This 
bag was made by two rifles, Sir Charlos hims 
self killing 100, while tho rest were slala by 
Lord Brooke, On the other hand, Mr. Winans 
slaughtered 186 atags io hls combined forests, 
and each beast must have oost him about 
£120, In private forests tho top scores are 
usually mad» in North Harris, (Sir E. Soott) 
Atbole (Dake of “Atholo); Ma¥ (Lord Life), 
Ardverikio (Sir John “Ramuden); Achuashol- 
Iaoh (Lord Wimborne), Glonfiddioh (Dake of 
Richmond), and Glonardney (Lord Aveland).

Half a contury’ago the rontel of a Hixhlant

Mr. Kufus Stephenson, Inspector of Vol- 
onization Companies, has been interviewed 
by a Times reporter and has the following 
to say respecting the Shell River Oolony :

TECANICAL BDUCATION IN PUB 
LIC SCHOOLS. 


Tho feasibility of teaching school child- 
ren—the male portion of them at least— 
the rudiments of certain trades in oon- 
junction with their daily studios is a 
question which, says an exchange, has tor 
many years been agitated. Notwithstand- 
ing this, nothing practically definite has yet 
been accomplished with regard to the mat- 
ter, a clroamstance easily accounted for'in 
view of the fact that the subject is one 
which has been brought before the publio in 
amost fitfaland uncertain manner, A 
move, however, in the right direction has 
at last been mado, Chicago having taken the 
initiative by opening a school at which 
the subjects to be taught are English 
mathematics, drawing, carpentry, wood- 
turning, pattern making, iron chipping, 
forge work, brazing, soldering, and the 
use of iron finishing tools. The course is 
to Isat for three years, thus giving the 
most dilatory awple time to master the first 
principles of whatsoever trade they may 
have chosen tu learn, There are many sub- 
jects taught in our public achools whioh in 
a certain sense are utterly useless to more 
than one half of the scholars as regards 
their after ayocations in life; and, on the 
other hand,many subjects are left untaught 
which would materially assist those intend- 

to devote their energies to any special 

i. It is certainly thoroughly desirable 
to the community at large that this state 
of affairs should be remedied, and the only 
means by which such a consummation 


ment of these trade schools, Youth is 
undoubtedly the true seed time of life, 
and if the whole ovurse of study in cor- 
tain institutions were so directed as to 
bear specially upon the one object of 
Ancoloating in the pupils a thorongh 
knowledge of some one trade or profession, 
it would be found that a bettor und wore 
efficient class of workmon could be obtained 
the world over. In addition. esoh sodular 
would enter upon life with a thorough 
knowledge of the rudiments at least of his 
craft, and the question of apprenticing 
would be dissolved furever. The people at 


* farge cannot be too forcibly reminded that 
supply is regulated in such matters in a 


great measure by demand, and once let a 
universal cry go up for the inatitution of 
such academies and it will be found they 
will speedily make their appearance 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. Inthe meantime the result of the 
establishment of the school in Uhicago will 
be Watched with deep interest, for its auo 

cess will doubtless exercise astrong influ

BAKON MUNOCHAUSEN OUTDONE, 


There is a place in New York State 
known as the Blackbird forest, and it is 
famous for snakes and otber bad things. 
A Now York sporteman has jast returned 
from a hunting tour in that section. At 
two of the cabins whore he found lodgings 
the families were olothed in snake skin 
germents. Their entire sults were made 
of snake skin, each being composed of 
fiye sections of what was undoubtedly 
the bigzeat snake ever heard of. The 
two legs, the two arms, and the body were 
each seamless, and fastened together with 
odd bits of twine. Pockets were mado by 
cutting loose one of the soales at the bot-

| popular of all amusements aro those games 
in which the fate of the young men and 
maidons is supposed to be foretold. Tho 
way in which this game 16 carried out is by 
placing two nuts representing swain end 


sweetheart on the fire place. Lf, after they 


have lain together ashort while,they should 
ttart apart, somebody is sure to be jilted. 
Another game is cited to be that of throe 
dishes, Theso dishes are placed side by side 
ona table. The first is filled with clean 
water, the second dirty, and the third fs 
allowed to remain empty. The bachelor or 
spinster is led to the table blindfolded, ‘The 
duties that devolve on them is to dip his or 
her finger into either one ofthe dishes. 
A charm lies in the three dishes. If the 
clean water is selected thenit is known 
that the maiden Or bachelor, as the case 
may be, will fall to the lot of the person 
trying the oharm. If the fingers are 
dipped in the dirty water, he or sho will 
marry a widow or widower.
